They Call This Airline "American?” 

S.F. PWA Dragged Off Plane

On the evening of Sunday, 
November 14, at the request 
of American Airlines person¬ 
nel, two Chicago police offi¬ 
cers forcibly dragged San 
Francisco resident Timothy 
Holless, a person with AIDS, 
off American’s flight 55 — a 
flight that should have 
brought him home. According 
to American Airlines spokes¬ 
person Mary Frances Fagan, 
Holless was asked to leave 
the plane because he was run¬ 
ning an IV, and because he 
was observed to have open 
wounds on his face. It is 
against American’s policy, Fa¬ 
gan told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, to carry a passenger 
in either of these situations. 

Fagan admits that there 
were no qualified medical 
personnel aboard the aircraft, 
and that the determination of 
open wounds was made over 


City Cites Sex Clubs

Two popular San Francis¬ 
co sex clubs, a gay South of 
Market leather bar, and a 
Tenderloin gay porn palace

All of the businesses have 
been warned that the matter 
has been turned over to the 
City Attorney’s office for legal 
action, according to Katz, 
who also said that My Place 
and the Campus Theatre have 
corrected violations of safe

the telephone, as a flight at¬ 
tendant described Holless’s 
Kaposi’s Sarcoma lesions to 
an off-site medical authority.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The Pentagon will implement 
its new policy requiring les¬ 
bian and gay servicemembers 
to keep their sexual orienta¬ 
tion secret, despite a federal 
appeals court that ordered the 
reinstatement of a gay Naval 
Academy midshipman, a 
spokeswoman said Tuesday. 

The ruling by a three- 
judge U.S. appeals court in 
Washington, D.C., Tuesday 
orders that Joseph Steffan, 
who was expelled from the 
Naval Academy after he ad¬ 
mitted he was gay, be award¬ 
ed his diploma and returned 
to active service as an officer 
in the U.S. Navy. 

Pending the outcome of 
any appeal, the Pentagon will 
comply with that ruling, Pen¬ 
tagon spokeswoman Kathleen 
deLaski said. “We will do as 
the court ordered.” 

The case arose in 1987, 
when Steffan confided that he 
was gay to another midship¬ 
man, who then turned him in. 
In an official investigation, 
Steffan again admitted his ho¬ 
mosexuality and was expelled 
from the Naval Academy, 
where he had compiled an 
outstanding record. 

“Mr. Steffan,” the federal 
appeals court ruled Tuesday, 
“... must be judged by his con¬ 
duct. 

“It is fundamentally unjust 
to abort a most promising 
military career solely because 
of a truthful confession of a 
sexual preference different 
from that of the majority, a

preference untarnished by 
even a scintilla of miscon¬ 
duct.” 

“We don’t believe that rul¬ 
ings that the courts, have 
made in recent weeks will in 
any way stop us from moving 
ahead with the new gays in 
the military regulation,” de¬ 
Laski said shortly thereafter. 

The “new” regulations to 
which she referred have been 
dubbed “don’t ask, don’t tell, 
don’t pursue.” It allows les¬ 
bians and gays to serve in the 
U.S. military, provided they 
keep their sexual orientation 
a strictly guarded secret. 

The policy also forbids the 
services from asking a poten¬ 
tial recruit’s sexual preference 
and places restrictions on 
commanders that would open 


investigations just to find out 
a servicemembers sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

DeLaski noted that the 
Steffan case was decided not 
on the new Pentagon policy 
but on the old one, which was 
based on the assumption that 
“homosexuality is incompati¬ 
ble with military service.” 

“The court,” she said, “... 
specifically dealt with the old 
policy and it was stated that 
way in the ruling. They 
seemed to make it pretty 
clear that is what they were 
dealing with.” 

In fact, the Steffan case in¬ 
volved exactly the same kind 
of voluntary admission that 
would still be prohibited un¬ 
der the new Pentagon policy. 

The “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy was the result of an 
agreement between President 
Clinton, who had campaigned 
on a promise to lift complete¬ 
ly a 50-year-old ban on gays in 
the military (but whose Jus¬ 
tice Department filed the ap¬ 
peal to Hatter’s ruling), mili¬ 
tary chiefs who demanded it 
be retained, and Senator Sam 
Nunn (D-Georgia), the chair¬ 
man of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, who pro¬ 
posed and wrote much of it. It 
will be written into law when 
the defense authorization bill 
nearing passage by Congress 
is signed by the president. 

Pentagon and Justice De¬ 
partment legal experts say 
when that happens, it will 
strengthen the ban against fu¬ 
ture court challenges by open¬ 
ly gay and lesbian service- 
members. T 


Federal Judge Overturns 
Unconstitutional Anti-Gay 
Ballot Measure in Cincinnati

CINCINNATI - A Cincin¬ 
nati charter amendment deny¬ 
ing discrimination protection 
for gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
city residents has been ruled 
unconstitutional in what’s be¬ 
lieved to be the first such de¬ 
cision by a federal judge. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Arthur Spiegel cited two 
grounds for his ruling Tues¬ 
day, November 11. He said 
the charter amendment, ap¬ 
proved by voters November 
2, violates the First Amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution 
(the right to petition), and it 
also violates the 14th Amend¬ 
ment (equal protection). 


Lawyers for the city and 
the out-of-state coalition that 
supported the amendment 
had argued gay, lesbian, and 
bisexual citizens should not 
be considered a legally identi¬ 
fiable class entitled to “spe¬ 
cial” protection under the 
law. 

Lawyer Alophonse Ge- 
hardstein, who opposed the 
enactment of the charter 
amendment, said he was 
pleased the court agreed with 
both arguments presented by 
opponents. 

“A lot of people are upset 
that we are setting aside a 60 
percent vote of the people,” 
said Gehardstein. “But I think 
people have to understand 
that when citizens step in [by 


passing an election initiative], 
and pass laws themselves, the 
laws are going to be tested by 
the same legal rules we test 
legislation enacted by city 
councils. 

“All laws have to comply 
with the constitution,” 
Gehardstein added. “We don’t 
have majority rule in this na¬ 
tion. We have majority rule, 
subject to the Constitution.” 

Gehardstein said the same 
group that supported the 
Cincinnati amendment also 
supported a similar Colorado 
law, Amendment 2. The Col¬ 
orado law was also later de¬ 
clared unconstitutional, but 
the ruling came from a state 
court, he said. ▼

Where's the Benefit? 
ABC Loses $90K Grant

An appeal by AIDS Bene¬ 
fits Counselors to be awarded 
a grant for an estimated $1.6 
million in funds from the 
Health Department’s AIDS 
Office was denied earlier this 
month. 

The agency, according to 
AIDS Office director Dr. 
Mitch Katz, “does very good 
benefits counseling,” but re¬ 
ceived low scores by an inde¬ 
pendent review panel that as¬ 
sessed the group’s ability to 
deliver the services. 

The decision means that 
ABC will not receive an ex¬ 
pected $90,000 that it current¬ 
ly receives from the Health 
Department to provide bene¬ 
fits counseling to people with 
AIDS and disabling HIV. 

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, as a fiscal agent 
in collaboration with Shanti 
Project and the AIDS Health 
Project, successfully bid on 
the contract for services to 
provide psycho-emotional 
support, benefits counseling, 
and client advocacy, Katz 
said. 

Although Shanti is forbid¬ 
den by the Health Depart¬ 
ment for applying for new 
funding, the funds are not 
technically new, since they 
are for existing services, and 
Shanti is merely a service 
provider and not the fiscal 
agent that will be financially 
administering the program, 
Katz told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

The second-highest scorer 
for the contract was the Na¬ 
tional Task Force On AIDS 
Prevention. 

“AIDS Benefits Counselors 
scored the lowest of three 
agencies by quite a bit,” Katz 
said. “The criteria for award¬ 
ing the contract was quite 
specific.” 

Katz said that the contacts 
for services were rated on a

point system that rated the 
agencies’ understanding of 
the scope of the work, experi¬ 
ence, agency efficiency, un¬ 
derstanding of unmet needs, 
and fiscal management. 

A key factor in awarding 
the contract was that the ser¬ 
vices would be provided in 
collaboration with other agen¬ 
cies in order to streamline 
client services and avoid forc¬ 
ing clients with AIDS or dis¬ 
abling HIV to go to three dif¬ 
ferent agencies for three dif¬ 
ferent services, Katz told the 
B.A.R. 

The contract for services 
will begin in January. 

ABC serves an estimated 
2,000 clients a year, according 
to spokesman John Yarling, 
and the loss of funds creates a 
severe problem for the agen¬ 
cy. 

Yarling said that ABC is 
the only agency besides 
Kaiser Health Maintenance 
Organization that will help 
clients plow through the pa¬ 
perwork necessary to receive 
specific employee health ben¬ 


efits, including employee pro¬ 
grams that actually pay for in¬ 
surance or other coverage 
when they are sick. 

“I’m really kind of worried 
about where people will g;o to 
get social security disability 
benefits or employee benefits. 
A lot of people can’t go to 
their personnel offices and 
talk about it. We are the only 
agency that helps people ac¬ 
cess health benefits that help 
people pay health insurance 
premiums,” he said. 

Yarling was critical of the 
decision to award the contract 
to the collaborative effort and 
predicted that one-third of the 
$1.6 million will be spent on 
administration needs. 

Katz told the B.A.R. he 
was “very surprised” that 
ABC had not applied on a col¬ 
laborative basis with other 
agencies for the contract — 
which is what the contract 
clearly called for — and said 
that if it had, it would have 
had “very good chance of suc¬ 
cess.” ▼ 


Goddess To Be 
Chosen on Saturday

“Welcome to the year’s 
grand finale of gay beauty 
pageants!” 

With these words, produc¬ 
er Nick Serafica launched 
“Goddess 1993,” Halloween

Of the 30 contestants who had 
signed up for Goddess 1993 
thus far, more than half are 
first-timers in a gay pageant. 

Michael Spain is the co¬ 
emcee for the coronation 
night. Like many of the con¬ 
testants, it is his first time to 
be involved in a gay pageant. 
This is not to say that he is to¬ 
tally inexperienced at hosting 
before gay audiences. Spain 
has been the host of Fruit- 
punch, a gay radio program 
broadcast from Berkeley on 
station KPFA. It is consid¬ 
ered one of the longest-run¬ 
ning gay radio programs in 
the country. Spain’s co-host is 
Tim McGuire, himself known 
for various stage productions 
and gay club concepts in San 
Francisco. Last year’s pageant 
winner, Cindy, who competed 
as Miss Puerto Rico, is confi¬ 
dent that the audience will 
find it interesting and enter¬ 


taining to watch contestants 
parade on stage as “guys then 
as girls.” 

Serafica, himself a past 
Miss Gay Universe titlehold- 
er, added that Goddess 1993 
will serve as a “reunion” for 
current as well as previous ti¬ 
tle holders from the different 
gay pageants of which there 
are at least one every other 
month held in the city. These 
“crowned beauties” have been 
invited as presenters and en¬ 
tertainers for the November 
20 coronation night. 

The pre-pageant event at 
the N’Touch Halloween was 
in appreciation of the partici¬ 
pation of the volunteer pro¬ 
duction staff, crew, and con¬ 
testants who had signed up. 
Other than the entertainment 
the pageant is sure to provide, 
proceeds from ticket sales 
will benefit several charitable 
and AIDS organizations in 
the Bay Area.

Gays Report Robberies by Man Posing as Hard Luck German

Two gay men have filed 
complaints with the San 
Francisco Police Department 
alleging they befriended, and 
were then ripped off by, a 
man claiming to be a German 
tourist down on his luck. 

One of the men lost $200 
in stolen checks and an unde¬ 
termined amount of jewelry 
and other items, and the oth¬ 
er man lost more than $25. 

“I met this guy down in the 
Castro. He needed a place 
to stay and I said he could 
stay at my house. It all 
seemed very well until he 
was supposed to show up last 
Tuesday night,” one of the 
victims told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

The man accused of the 
thefts had been staying with 
the victim for about three or 
four weeks. 

“I got a strange call saying 
that he had been in a car 
wreck and was in the hospi¬ 
tal,” the victim told the 
B.A.R. 

After checking all local 
hospitals without success for 


the tourist, the man waited 
for two or three days. He nev¬ 
er received word from the al¬ 
leged thief, but instead heard 
from another man who 
claimed to have been similar¬ 
ly duped by the individual. 

“Then I checked. Several 
hundred dollars had been 
stolen out of my checking ac¬ 
count, and there were some 
checks missing. I don’t really 
even know how much. There 
were other things, jewelry 
and clothes,” the victim said. 

“I was shocked as hell,” the 
victim said. “I feel kind of sil¬ 
ly" 

The alleged thief reported¬ 
ly told the victim he was in 
love with him. 

“It was no holds barred. 
He leads you to believe that 
he’s very well to do and has 
no problem spending money, 
then you find out it’s your 
money he’s spending. He acts 
like he’s a real high roller,” 
the victim, who asked not to 
be identified, said. 

Another caller to the Bay 
Area Reporter, who also 
asked not to be identified, 
had a similar experience with 


the same individual, whom he 
met at the Folsom Street 
Fair. 

“I asked him to dance and 
the then he came over. Later 
he said he was being thrown 
out of his hotel and I said that 
he could stay with me for a 
few days,” the second victim 
told the B.A.R. 

“I shouldn’t have asked 
him to stay in my house,” the 
victim said. “He stayed two 
weeks.” 

After the second victim 
discovered that he had been 
robbed by the individual — of 
$25 in cash and $25 in Canadi¬ 
an currency — the victim saw 
the alleged thief and followed 
him one day, only to discover 
that the tourist had other ac¬ 
quaintances who had experi¬ 
enced similar thefts. 

The alleged con man is de¬ 
scribed as about 5’10” tall, 
weighing about 150 pounds, 
with blonde hair. His most 
distinctive feature is perma¬ 
nent blue eye shadow tat¬ 
tooed on his eyelids. Both vic¬ 
tims said he speaks broken 
English with a noticeable 
German accent. ▼

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Buttino Case: 'Justice' Department 
Continues Its Assault on Gay Rights

The November 10 trial of 
a federal lawsuit filed by for¬ 
mer FBI special agent Frank 
Buttino, a gay man, was post¬ 
poned last week after the 
United States Justice Depart¬ 
ment requested more time to 
prepare its defense. 

US District Court Judge 
Saundra Armstrong post¬ 
poned the trial until January 
3, 1994, although the case 
could go before her as early 
as November 29 if a criminal 
case she is hearing is conclud¬ 
ed this month. 

Buttino, a 20-year veteran 
counter-espionage agent for 
the FBI, had his security 
clearance revoked and was 
terminated by the agency in 
1991 after he acknowledged 
being gay during an investiga¬ 
tion into his sex life spurred 
by an anonymous letter that 
outed him. 

Buttino later filed a class 
action suit against the agency 
seeking his reinstatement and 
an end to anti-gay bias in em¬ 
ployment by the FBI. 

“Part of the strategy seems 
to be to wear me out, try to 
force me to go broke,” Butti¬ 
no told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Buttino’s attorney, Richard 
Gayer, had even harsher 
words for the Department of 
Justice, which sought the de¬ 
lay. 

Gayer had informed Arm¬ 
strong that the delay would 
be acceptable if the FBI 
would put Buttino back to 
work in the interim. 

The Department of Justice 
flatly refused the offer. 

“The government said that 
it was a matter of principle,” 
Gayer said. “We learned that 
the number two and three 
people in the Department of 
Justice have been fully briefed 
on the case and they have 
made a decision to appeal 
even if they lose this trial,” 


Gayer said. 

The second and third rank¬ 
ing Department of Justice of¬ 
ficials under Attorney Gener¬ 
al Janet Reno are Deputy At-

torney Webster Hubbell, and 
Associate Attorney General 
Phillip Heymann, both Clin¬ 
ton appointees. 

“The Clinton administra¬ 
tion is opposed to gay rights, 
period,” Gayer said. “They 
opposed a gay person in the 
CIA; when a former employ¬ 
ee wanted a hearing before 


the Supreme Court, the gov¬ 
ernment convinced the 
Supreme Court not to hear 
the case. They have taken a 
similar position on this FBI 
case, and they go along with 
Sam Nunn on the gays in the 
military issue,” Gayer said. 

The FBI denies that it dis¬ 
criminates against employees 
on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion and claims that it termi¬ 
nated Buttino because he lied 
when asked if he was gay 
during an informal inquiry 
into the claims. 

Buttino informed his FBI 
San Diego field office super¬ 
visor that he was gay when 
he learned that he was offi¬ 
cially under investigation — 
and continued to work in the 
field office as a special agent 
in charge of major criminal 
investigations until Washing¬ 
ton FBI officials suspended 
and later fired him. 

The Justice Department 
did not return telephone calls 
from the B.A.R. by press 
time.

WASC Discusses 
Diversity—Again

Representatives of the 
Western Association of 
Schools and Colleges dis¬ 
cussed the final draft of a con¬ 
troversial diversity policy 
statement under considera¬ 
tion by the accrediting group 
at a Friday, November 5, 
meeting. 

The draft under considera¬ 
tion by WASC excludes ho¬ 
mosexuals from codified anti- 
discrimination protections, 
but includes a statement that 
colleges should not tolerate 
hatred because of sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

The Academic Senate of 
the California State Universi¬ 
ty, the University of Califor¬ 
nia Lesbian Gay and Bisexual 
Student Association, the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, and other groups have 
called on WASC to change its 
proposed policy guidelines to 
include lesbians and gays in 
their protections. 

Such a move is opposed by 
religious schools and institu¬ 
tions that have religious pro¬ 
scriptions against homosexu¬ 
ality: a panelist from St. 
Mary’s College in the East 
Bay, Brother Mel Anderson, 
said it would amount to “ad¬ 
vocating a social and political 
agenda.” 

The move to include diver¬ 
sity protections for gays was 
also opposed by Dr. Roy Lar¬ 
son of Pacific Christian Col¬ 
lege, who said his college 


“would never ask someone’s 
sexual orientation and never 
planned to do so,” but that it 
was made clear to students 
and faculty that the group 
was opposed to homosexuali¬ 
ty. 

WASC’s position is that 
there is “no moral or religious 
consensus on the issue of sex¬ 
ual orientation.” 

Chris Collins, an adjunct 
professor at Golden Gate Uni¬ 
versity School of Law and co¬ 
chair of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, told the 
WASC executives at the 
meeting that the group had 
caved into political and reli¬ 
gious pressure to exclude 
gays and lesbians from the 
proposed policies. 

“One only need to read the 
earlier drafts of the diversity 
statement to find evidence of 
just how completely you 
caved into the demands of the 
religious zealots,” Collins said. 

Dr. Wood Massi, director 
of Planning and Research at 
Mills College, told the group 
that excluding sexual minori¬ 
ties from the diversity guide¬ 
lines would justify attacks on 
lesbians and gays. 

Massi asked that a compro¬ 
mise be considered and that a 
proposed policy statement be 
adopted that says the Com¬ 
mission “believes that dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation — whether 
by religious or secular schools 
— is both abhorrent and con¬ 
trary to any legitimate mis-

sion of institutions of higher 
learning” and that a para¬ 
graph be adopted that said 
WASC was unable to come to 
consensus on the issue — but 
the group would accredit reli¬ 
gious schools and institutions 
as long as they “respect per¬ 
sons” and place a disclaimer 
prominently in their institu¬ 
tional literature job applica¬ 
tions, school catalogues, and 
student employee handbooks. 

“Please note: Contrary to 
principles set forth by the di¬ 
versity standards of our ac¬ 
crediting agency, the Western 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges, this institution dis¬ 
criminates on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation,” Massi’s pro¬ 
posed disclaimer would read. 

WASC accredits schools 
and universities in California, 
Hawaii and Guam. The pro¬ 
posed diversity guidelines 
that exclude lesbians and 
gays are scheduled for adop¬ 
tion in January, 1994. T

Bible Studies 

On this crisp November day, as we start looking ahead to 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, Lou Sheldon and his faux-chris- 
tians seem almost far away. Last week they came, saw, con¬ 
quered most of the media, and slunk into the shadows. But 
they’ll be back, if they think they can get away with it. 

Most people who saw Sheldon’s arrival at City Hall, avec en¬ 
tourage, were so surprised to see him they quite literally took 
leave of their senses. It had been so long since San Francisco 
had seen such a naked attack on its legendary decency, most of 
us merely watched with open mouths, unable to articulate our 
outrage. Only now are the words coming. 

Last week in this space, we pointed out that as far as the 
Bible is concerned, there’s no difference between the abomina¬ 
tions we like and those Sheldon likes, such as a lobster dinner 
or a clean-shaven face. And while we do not intend to make this 
column a regular space for Bible study, we will not shirk from 
that task when it is called for. 

And it is. 

As Sheldon and Lumpkin and Innis and the rest of those big¬ 
ots at the meeting bitched, they conveniently ignored a long¬ 
standing tradition of disrupting irreligious “church” services — 
and when we say long-standing, we mean 2,000 years old. 

Think about the things Jesus is lauded for: most of it was 
bluntly miraculous, the kind of thingB.A.F. readers cannot rea¬ 
sonably be expected to do. Raising the dead, for instance, and 
feeding the multitudes with loaves and fishes. (We try, though.) 
Other things, such as tending to the sick, eschewing judgement, 
and loving one’s neighbor, are things B.A.R. readers already do 
better than the general population — and certainly do a great 
deal better than Sheldon. 

But of Christ’s famous acts, one was something any human 
could do — and, we were told in Sunday School, should do: eject¬ 
ing the money-changers from the temple. Jesus, you may recall, 
did more than rattle a door; he raved and turned over tables and 
chased people down the steps, because they had given up their 
righteous place in the temple when they chose to put commerce 
before faith. 

As Sheldon did long ago. 

Churches are holy, made so by God, but churches are assem¬ 
blies of people, as distinct from church buildings, which are no 
more holy (to Jehovah, anyway) than a filling station or a den¬ 
tist’s office. Church buildings have been used for unholy assem¬ 
blies for centuries: Hitler’s murders were justified by his pre¬ 
tend “holy war” against heathen Juden, and German churches 
hosted many a Nazi rally, to name only one example. Christ 
himself would have no doubt disrupted those rallies, as he 
would have demanded an accounting from Sheldon. 

In Chicago, Cardinal Bernadin’s accuser quotes St. Thomas 
Aquinas, on the need to keep self-styled keepers of the faith ac¬ 
countable. That’s what those protesters were doing at Hamilton 
Square, as ragtag as they may have looked to the uncharitable 
eyes of its regular churchgoers. Those tattooed, pierced, loud 
people were following directly in the footsteps of Jesus and St. 
Thomas. No wonder Lou Sheldon couldn’t recognize it, or stand 
it. 

And that is what we would have said, if we had testified. 

That said, we wonder why Dignity wasn’t there to make the 
point for us. Or Integrity, the Episcopal version of Dignity. Or 
MCC. We wonder: when are the gay churches going to take the 
leading role in defending the faith against heretical bigots? 

And, for that matter, where were the rest of the people? The 
B.A.R. defends the rights of the pierced and tattooed to do 
what they do, but we don’t exactly want them to constitute the 
entire gay and lesbian movement. (Gay and lesbian movement, 
by the way, is sounding more like an oxymoron every day: is 
there movement, save falling down?) It was tragically obvious 
at that hearing that lesbians and gays with money and connec¬ 
tions and titles (and for that matter, dignity and integrity) were 
largely missing. Yes, we know it was last-minute, but the trou- 
blingthought remains that aSheldon appearance in DesMoines 
would have gotten a better gay turnout than we got here. 

We know you are out there, gentle readers. But you aren’t 
writing letters, and you aren’t attending meetings. Fewer and 
fewer are attending candlelight vigils. Please, we urge, don’t get 
apathetic now. You are needed. You don’t have to clear the 
money-changers to be like Jesus, just get involved. If you are in 
a gay professionals’ group, or religious group, or writers’ group, 
or whatever, ask at the meetings for a renewed commitment to 
civil rights. Set up phone trees. Talk about the future, and the 
present. Above all, attend our battles. We can win, but only if 
you’re there.

Nancy Pelosi and NAFTA Smoke Gets In His Eyes 


The following letter was sent to Rep. Nancy 
Pelosi, House of Representatives, 
Washington, D.C.: 

Your recent announcement of support for the 
Bush/Clinton North American Free Trade Agreement 
is an affront to San Francisco’s gay, lesbian and bisex¬ 
ual community. 

NAFTA will extend free trade policies to Mexico, 
a country whose human rights abuses are notorious 
and whose record on gay rights is deplorable. In re¬ 
cent years, Mexican gay men and transvestites have 
been the targets of brutal murders in Mexico, a pat¬ 
tern which is linked to the police and possibly the ar¬ 
my. Your own colleague, Rep. Tom Lantos, has pointed 
to the Mexican government’s dismal record on gay and 
lesbian rights, union rights and the environment. 

Recent statements by Amnesty International and 
the International Gay and Lesbian Human Rights As¬ 
sociation have suggested an anti-gay reign of terror in 
the state of Chiapas and in Mexico City, D.F. Even the 
Catholic Archdiocese of Mexico has spoken of the 
“tremendously disturbing pattern of state-sponsored 
assassinations of homosexual men in Mexico.” 

Moreover, the treaty contains an “accession clause” 
which allows other countries to enter the agreement 
without congressional review. We are appalled at the 
prospect that our country would enter a free trade rela¬ 
tionship with other human rights abusers throughout 
the continent, including Brazil, where lesbians and 
gays are targeted by rightwing so called “social clean¬ 
sing” squads. 

NAFTA is a serious threat to our community. Its 
concession to pharmaceutical companies will block 
access to low-cost drugs and treatment programs. The 
patent-protection laws in the agreement will mean that 
healthcare and drug costs will rise substantially in 
Canada and astronomically in Mexico. The agreement 
will also stymie attempts to contain medical costs in 
the U.S. For a community that has been fighting AIDS 
for over a decade, this is a major setback. 

Like most San Franciscans, we are deeply concern¬ 
ed that NAFTA will result in lost jobs and lower 
wages. The agreement is a corporate strategy to im¬ 
prove short-run profits by directing investment to low- 
wage regions. 

We urge you to reconsider your support to NAFTA 
and to work with us to promote a new trade policy 
based on protecting our jobs, defending the environ¬ 
ment and promoting social justice here and abroad.

Recovery Is Not Easy 

I just read Mikel Rogers’ letter, entitled, “Help Us, 
Don’t Kick Us,” and with all due respect and well 
wishes, I need to respond: Mikel dear, San Francisco 
has an enormous recovery support network for drug 
addicts if you can get over your terminal uniqueness 
long enough to listen to the voices of experience that 
are all around you in this city. 

The true key to opening the door to recovery for you 
and for any drug addict, is the personal willingness 
to change and the willingness to go to whatever length 
it takes to get better. I’m always amazed that some¬ 
one who will talk so matter-of-factly about selling 
themselves on street corners to whatever psycho 
comes along (or who just did a burglary or robbery 
to support their habit or is living on the cold, hard 
streets, or has just got out of years in jail or all of the 
above) and, worse, can be so damned picky about fac¬ 
ing the “perils” of detoxing and gettinga real life for 
themselves. 

As long as you hold on to the idea that you are go¬ 
ing to do “recovery” only if it fits your schedule and 
is completely free of pain or struggle, you are proba¬ 
bly not going to recover. 

As a recovering addict myself who has been clean 
for 11 plus years, I can tell you honestly: recovery is 
hard and, sometimes painful, because that is how life 
is whether you are an addict or not. There is no easy 
way for a person who is hooked on any major drug 
to detox without some degree of pain. In fact, if com¬ 
ing off drugs were simple and easy, wouldn’t every¬ 
one who is now in recovery still be using? 

But, for most of us, we individually reached the 
point where we were sick and tired of being sick and 
tired all the time. We reached the point where we 
decided to do whatever it took to clean up and stay 
clean. In fact, the time came when the terror of the 
unknown world of being clean was not as terrifying 
as the horrors of the life we were living, day after day. 

If you’re waiting for the magic drug to stop your ad¬ 
diction, you do not have the vaguest idea of what drug 
addiction really is. If you are waiting for the blue fairy 
or a spaceman to come in through your window and 
zap you into Oz where everything is magically fixed, 
you will most likely die a using drug addict. 

If the “God” rhetoric you hear connected to the 
12-Step programs turn you off, please be advised that 
many of us use alternate spiritual belief systems. The 
numbers of N.A. and other free programs are close 
as 411 or your phone book. There are lots of great men 
and women of all sizes and shapes and ways of 
recovery in this city and they will be more than hap¬ 
py to share their experiences, strengths and methods 
concerning getting off of drugs and getting a life.

It wasn’t that I didn’t want 
to when I first saw you standing there about 10 feet 
away. You were tall, lean and muscular. I loved your 
looks, your smile and even your friends.

Then, should we 
see each other at a bar on another night, perhaps our 
flirtations will have a different outcome. I hope so, be¬ 
cause I wanted all of you — except the part that 
smoked.

The False Prophet Has Risen 

The following letter was sent to Pastor 
David Innis, Hamilton Square Baptist 
Church, 1212 Geary Blvd., San Francisco, 
CA 94109: 

I am writing this letter while the spirit of Jesus 
Christ moves me to do so. I am a Gay Christian. You 
may find a contradiction when placing those two 
words together, however, I find none. 

I am concerned about the recent demonstration at 
your church by gay activists. I understand you were 
outraged at what you perceived to be an attack on your 
congregation’s freedom of religion. In may surprise 
you to know that not every gay person agrees with the 
tactics used outside your church. I do not agree with 
the contention that it was a strict church service, but 
that is beside the point. Vandalism and harrassment 
of church members is not a good way to get a point 
across. 

You certainly have the right to invite whomever you 
choose to speak at your church. I just find it very sad 
that you would allow a person like Lou Sheldon to 
stand in front of your congregation, proclaiming him¬ 
self to be a Christian. Intolerance is not Christ-like. 
Full time intolerance is even less so. He makes a 
mockery of the word Christian. Like the rest of us, he 
will be judged by God. 

Anyone who hides behind God’s name in an attempt 
to deprive U.S. citizens of their constitutional rights 
is no Christian. When Mr. Sheldon states the feeble 
excuse that he hates homosexuality, not homosexuals, 
I ask you to look at what he is attempting to do. 

What does he do with this “hatred of sin?” Does he 
attempt to bring gays closer to the word of God? This 
so-called “hatred of sin” is really an excuse to remove 
the rights of another group with whom he disagrees 
by whatever means he can muster.

Conflicting Views by the Clergy 

In the Nov. 3 edition of Update of San Diego, The 
Rev. Dr. Brian D. Johnson of Sun City, CA., is quoted 
as saying “There are no laws on the books in the 
Episcopal Church barring any particular minority 
group from the ordained ministry.” 

I had a conversation several years ago with the 
Presiding Bishop of the Episcopal Chuch, The Most 
Rev. Edmond L. Browning. At that time, he stated that 
homophopia was a sin which should be extirpated 
from the Christian community, root and branch. 

In September, The Rev. Father Steven L. 
McClaskey, Rector of All Saints’ Episcopal Church, 
625 Pennsylvania Ave., San Diego, CA.

Father McClaskey hides behind a spiked, 
wrought-iron “hate fence” and hurls his lightningbolts 
of excommunication at anyone who supports gay and 
lesbian people, while the Cathedral has hosted AIDS 
concerts, AIDS conferences, Mama’s Kitchen (meals 
for people with AIDS), etc.

Age of Consent Assent 

I wish to voice my agreement with Ethan Davidson 
on his points about the criminalization of adolescent 
sexuality and the puritan origins of anti-sex laws. He 
eloquently represents the point of view of many 
teenaged males. 

However, when it comes to the sexuality of pre- 
teens, he is sadly misinformed. According to David¬ 
son, “All the evidence seems to indicate that children 
are indeed damaged by sexual activity with adults.” 
Fifty years ago the average American could have said, 
“All the evidence seems to indicate that homosexuals 
are indeed psychopaths, masturbation causes insani¬ 
ty, insanity causes masturbation and smoking mari¬ 
juana turns people into sex-crazed fiends.” 

At that time, the State of California was sterilizing 
teenaged girls for the crime of having sex; and to even 
hint that sex between a white woman and a black man 
might be consensual would get you ostracized in most 
American communities. 

In truth, if you rely on popular media and 
mainstream academia, you do not get “all the 
evidence,” you get a tiny fraction which supports 
cultural values. 

There is an enormous amount of evidence which 
must be ignored for sweeping statements such as Mr. 
Davidson’s to stand. Many cultures have been studied 
where sex between children and adults is com¬ 
monplace with no harm to anyone. Studies in the U.S. 
suggest that for sex to be harmful, it must either in¬ 
volve force or coercion, be preceded by strongly sex¬ 
negative teachings or be followed by a traumatizing 
reaction from family members or authorities. 

There are no studies which eliminate these 
elements and still show any link between “sexual ac¬ 
tivity” and “damage.” There are many studies show¬ 
ing non-coercive relationships to be non-harmful. It 
is known that male/female relations often involve coer¬ 
cion, which is rarely an element in male/male inter- 
generational relations. 

Our present laws do not prevent coercive sex; they 
encourage it by leaving kids entirely at the mercy of 
adults. The way to end coercion is to give kids a way 
out. If they could say, “I’m moving out,” their parents 
could no longer- abuse them at all. If they could say, 
“no thanks, I’ve got enough to eat and plenty of self¬ 
esteem,” they would no longer be vulnerable to pimps, 
priests, doctors or social workers. These things and 
more could be given to our kids, no strings attach¬ 
ed. But this would require a commitment much 
deeper than age-of-consent laws.

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Does Gender Still Matter? 


A lthough many politi¬ 
cal observers tried to 
tag 1992 as the “Year 
of the Woman” in 
American politics, this year’s 
off-year gubernatorial elec¬ 
tions in New Jersey and Vir¬ 
ginia nearly made it the 
“Year of the White Man.” 
While it is true that Christine 
Todd Whitman, a Republi¬ 
can, became the first female 
governor of New Jersey, she 
only won by 27,000 votes out 
of more than 2.7 million cast, 
and the other race in Virginia 
saw a conservative male easi¬ 
ly beating a woman nominee 
who once held a 30-point lead 
in the polls. Hitting .500, you 
say? This year, yes, that was 
indeed the case, but the re¬ 
sults don’t even begin to 
show the disparity between

what male and female candi¬ 
dates encountered in their 
campaigns. 

In both the Virginia and 
New Jersey races, the women 
candidates faced real chal¬ 
lenges simply because they 
were female. Although she 
came within a few thousand 
votes of defeating an incum¬ 
bent U.S. senator in 1990, 
Governor-elect Whitman had 
to continually fight public and 
private comments that she 
was little more than the 
“preppy wife of a wealthy 
banker,” a dilettante who was 
her husband’s political pup¬ 
pet. She was forced to battle 
the “spouse problem,” while 
in Virginia, Democrat Mary 
Sue Terry was hurt politically 
because she had never mar¬ 
ried. 

Terry, a seasoned office¬ 
holder in her state (she is cur¬ 
rently its attorney general), 
had to continually fight off 
the rumors spread by her op¬ 
ponent’s camp that she might 
be a lesbian. In fact, Ms. Ter¬ 
ry, once the heavy favorite, 
had to defend her right to 
even run for the state’s high¬ 
est office when next year’s 
U.S. senate candidate Oliver 
North declared in a speech 
supporting her opponent that 
a governor’s mansion is the 
rightful place of “a man and a 
woman and their children,” 
not a childless single woman. 
Virginia Republicans even 
suggested that Mary Sue Ter¬ 
ry, as an unmarried woman, 
couldn’t speak rationally to 
the issues of abortion and 
schools. 

Pollsters in Virginia all 
agree that Ms. Terry’s Repub¬ 
lican male opponent benefited 
heavily from having a pretty 
wife and two young children 
to show off to voters. While 
many would say that it was in 
fact a lackluster race that de¬ 
feated Mary Sue Terry in Vir¬ 
ginia, not her gender, analysts 
in both parties quietly admit 
that being a single female 
played an important part in 
her defeat. 

In New Jersey, where a 
woman pulled out a razor- 
thin win, the story was some¬ 
what different. Christine 
Todd Whitman’s incumbent 
Democratic opponent, Gover¬ 
nor Jim Florio, never popular 
during his single four-year 
term, subtly made references 
to her gender and tried to say 
she couldn’t possibly feel the 
average voter’s pain because 
she was married to a wealthy 
man. However, Whitman 
managed to remind voters 
that Florio was the one who 
had slapped the biggest tax

hike ever on the state. In fact, 
she made the state’s flagging 
economy the issue, and all ef¬ 
forts by Florio’s campaign to 
focus on gender failed, but 
not because they didn’t try. 

Whitman’s campaign and 
victory, while tarnished by 
Ed Rollins’s recent state¬ 
ments concerning payoffs to 
black ministers, might actual¬ 
ly give hope to women candi¬ 
dates in ’94. There will be, 
from both parties, at least 24 
women candidates for the 
Senate, 32 for governorships, 
and possibly as many as 200 
for House seats. In governor’s 
races especially, too many 
voters still think of that posi¬ 
tion as a manager’s job, with 
the emphasis on “man.” Hope¬ 
fully, Whitman’s win and 
even Terry’s loss might help 
dispel that feeling; a win by 
Kathleen Brown in California 
next year wouldn’t hurt, ei¬ 
ther. When all is said and 
done, it is obvious that, unfor¬ 
tunately, female politicians 
are still expected to meet a 
higher standard than men. 

Feisty Feinstein 

Feinstein riding high! Cal¬ 
ifornia Senator Dianne Fein¬ 
stein is not only a certified 
celebrity on the national polit¬ 
ical talk-show circuit, the 
woman has also quickly come 
a long way and is fast show¬ 
ing clout in the U.S. Senate 
as well. While only elected 
one year ago this month, 
Feinstein has already proved 
she can get what she wants in 
the halls of Washington 
power, and clearly commands 
the respect and attention usu¬ 
ally reserved only for those 
with years of seniority in 
Congress. 

Newspapers across the 
country carried a story last 
week that showed Feinstein 
is organized, tough, and al¬ 
ready a skilled consensus- 
builder in the Senate. During 
floor debate in the Senate on 
her gun control amendment, 
she demonstrated the 
strength of her convictions 
when conservative Senator 
Larry Craig (R-Idaho), a 
strong friend of the National 
Rifle Association and their 
lobbyists, took the floor and 
attempted to belittle Fein- 
stein’s position by suggesting 
that “the gentle lady from 
California needs to become a 
little more familiar with 
firearms and their characteris¬ 
tics.” 

With eyes glistening and a 
determined look on her face, 
Feinstein quickly retook the 
floor and snapped, “I am 
quite familiar with firearms, 
senator,” telling Craig that 
she became mayor of San 
Francisco in 1979 as a result 
of then Mayor George Mos- 
cone being murdered by a 
man with a gun. Further, re¬ 


ferring to Supervisor Harvey 
Milk, who was, of course, also 
killed, Feinstein stared at her 
Republican colleague and 
said, “I put my finger through 
the bullet hole trying to find a 
pulse. ... I was personally 
trained in the shooting of a 
firearm when I had terrorist 
attacks with a bomb at my 
house; when my husband lay 
dying; and when I had win¬ 
dows to my house shot out. 
Senator, I know firsthand 
about what firearms can do.” 
A hushed, stunned Senate 
then passed Feinstein’s 
amendment by a single vote. 

Showing political courage 
in the face of threats from or¬ 
ganized labor, Bay Area Rep¬ 
resentatives Anna Eshoo and 
Nancy Pelosi voted this week 
in favor of President Clinton’s 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA). Per¬ 
haps a few of the other Bay 
Area House members, Demo¬ 
crat and Republican alike, 
might have in better days 
been able to muster up an 
equal amount of political guts, 
but politicians will be politi¬ 
cians. 

Speaking of which, I see t 
where Santa Cruz County Su- 1 
pervisor Gary Patton, who 
lost a longtime Democratic 
Assembly seat November 2 to 
a Republican, is now com¬ 
plaining that he didn’t get 
enough help from his party — 
particularly those voters in 
the city of Santa Cruz. Tough 
nuts, supervisor. Perhaps if 
the Democrats (most especial¬ 
ly those in control of the As¬ 
sembly) had not ganged up on 
former Santa Cruz Mayor 
John Laird to keep him from 
winning the Democratic pri¬ 
mary last June for that seat 
(because he is, of course, a 
prominent gay man), maybe 
the Democrats would have 
won that seat. 

Tsk, tsk! While Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin of Chicago 
(one of the most prominent 
Roman Catholic prelates in 
the U.S. and once considered 
the best bet to become Amer¬ 
ica’s first-ever pope) was be¬ 
ing accused last week of mo¬ 
lesting a former high school 
seminarian in the mid-1970s, 
his eminence from the Windy 
City was in Washington, D.C. 
— attending a conference on 
child abuse. 

Sacramento political ob¬ 
servers say that Dan Lungren, 
the ultra-conservative, anti¬ 
gay darling of the Republican 
far right, did little to help his 
political career with his sup¬ 
port for Prop. 174, the so- 
called “school voucher” initia¬ 
tive that went down in flames 
November 2. Lungren, in an 
obvious play to his fundamen¬ 
talist backers, was the only 
statewide officeholder to en¬ 
dorse the scheme. 

Meanwhile, Governor Wil¬ 
son is facing big trouble with 
the nomination of Kimberly 
Belshe, a former tobacco 
spokesperson, to be his next 
state health chief. In 1988, 
Belshe worked for a public 
relations firm that represent¬ 
ed opponents of Prop. 99, a 
ballot measure that boosted 
cigarette taxes 25 cents a pack 
to fund anti-smoking and oth¬ 
er programs. As one of those 
who will oppose Belshe’s 
state senate confirmation put 
it, “This is like having some¬ 
one who worked for the 
Medellin cartel being made 
drug czar.” 

Although CNN and Larry 
King say it wasn’t in fact a

Coming of Age With Martina

B illie Jean King was 
my first hero. I set 
my sights on growing 
up to be a tennis star 
and developed a serve-and- 
volley game that earned me 
many a trophy on the clay 
courts of New England. 
When I needed glasses in fifth 
grade, I insisted on wire 
frames that looked like Billie 
Jean’s. I wished my father 
would call me “Sissy Bug,” 
only because that’s what Bil¬ 
lie Jean’s dad called her when 
she was a kid. 

When she faced off against 
Bobby Riggs in the so-called 
Battle of the Sexes, I believed 
that Billie Jean was determin¬ 
ing my fate. She didn’t let me 
down. 

I recall being secretly 
pleased when I learned that 
Billie Jean and her husband 
Larry were having marital

problems. Somewhere in that 
news story I understood that 
women could love women. 
Unfortunately, the public plot 
played out with Billie Jean re¬ 
turning to Larry and mending 
her errant ways. 

The kid I was didn’t follow 
it too well. The adult I am 
suspects that some true sto¬ 
ries never made it into the 
print I read. The adult I am 
now recognizes that Billie 
Jean King was my first love. 

When Chris Evert arrived 
on the tennis scene, I resented 
her challenge to Billie Jean’s 
turf. I bought the dichotomy 
presented by the press — Bil¬ 
lie Jean lacked femininity and 
Chrissy embodied it, all of 
which strengthened my re¬ 
solve. While other girls on the 
junior tennis tour packed 
ponytails and sported two-fist¬ 
ed backhands a la Chrissy, I 
kept my distance from the 
Chrissy-clone look and did ev¬ 
erything I could to follow in 
Billie Jean’s electric-blue 
sneaker steps. 

By the time I reached col¬ 
lege, a passion for basketball 
had replaced my passion for 
tennis. As I hung pictures of 
Anne Meyers, Lucy Harris, 
and Nancy Lieberman in my 
dorm room, I had to explain 
to my roommate who these 
basketball players were. 

During a holiday break, 
when the campus was empty 
except for the athletic teams 
remaining for a holiday tour¬ 
nament, I was returning to 
my room after basketball 
practice, cruising piles of 
trash outside the dorms to see 
if anything was worth re¬ 
deeming. A paperback with a 
tennis racket on the cover sat 
atop one such pile. I picked it 
up, eager for a “trash novel” 
to break from the academic 
reading of the semester, and 
discovered it to be Rita Mae 
Brown’s tennis novel Sudden 
Death. I read it cover to cover 
that evening. 

Inextricable link 

At the time, I had the 
vague knowledge that Marti¬ 
na Navratilova was rumored 
to be a lesbian and that 
Brown was an ex-lover. I 
wondered if this was how les¬ 
bian ex-lovers treated each 
other, by writing cryptic nov¬ 
els about their relationship. I 
recall being exhilarated and 
frightened. Reading the novel 
somehow solidified my under¬ 
standing that tennis and les¬ 



bianism were inextricably 
linked. I worried that my ten¬ 
nis background might connect 
me with lesbianism. 

I secretly disposed of the 
book the next day. 

I doubt that it’s a coinci¬ 
dence that I did not play ten¬ 
nis again — did not even pick 
up a racket — until after I 
came out, years later. In fact, 
the summer of my coming 
out in 1986 was the summer 
of my return to tennis. 

But I never left tennis en¬ 
tirely, not as a fan, not as a 
Martina watcher. She exhila¬ 
rated and frightened me too 
much not to follow her ca¬ 
reer. Her early days in Amer¬ 
ica had all the stability of a 
roller coaster in an earth¬ 
quake. Sports writers por¬ 
trayed her as an unrestrained, 
undisciplined, hotheaded brat 
who would never fulfill her 
promise. 

The ambitious college kid 
that I was knew the burden 
of expectations. I was living 
with the fear that I’d never 
live up to whatever potential 
I thought others saw in me. A 
bit hotheaded myself, I was 
pulling for Martina to show 
the world, hoping that her 
brand of emotional, heart-on- 
her-sleeve impetuousness 
would prevail over the cool, 
ever-adored Chrissy. Like Bil¬ 
lie Jean before her, Martina 
was, in my eyes, somehow de¬ 
termining my fate. 

I soared on Martina’s suc¬ 
cess during the Nancy Lieber¬ 
man years. I envied Lieber¬ 
man, believing she had dis¬ 
covered the greatest niche in 
the world. As they teamed 
up, Martina’s body changed, 
her mental toughness took 
root, and her tennis blos¬ 
somed. The world witnessed 
not only the positive effects of 
an excellent training partner, 
but also the fruit of a good re¬ 
lationship. 

Team Navratilova, as they 
called themselves, let me root 
for two of my heroes rather 
than one. And because the 
two denied the nature of their 
relationship at the time, I, too, 
could deny it, along with the 
nature of my own feelings for 
women. 

Rooting for the person 

As I sat cheering at the 
Bank of the West Classic two 
weeks ago at the Oakland 
Coliseum, I realized that it 
was not the tennis player I 
had been rooting for all these 
years. It is the person. 

From the undisciplined 
teenager who defected from 
Czechoslovakia in the mid- 
1970s, to the champion she 
transformed herself into a 
decade later, and now, anoth¬ 


er decade later, to the legend 
she is for her strength, stami¬ 
na, and longevity, Martina is 
an epic hero. 

Every volley she punched 
seemed to mark a public 
statement that had sparked 
controversy. She has dared to 
speak outside of sound bytes, 
telling truths that have not al¬ 
ways paved a smooth journey 
for her. Martina, the acciden¬ 
tal activist, has made the most 
of the platform her tennis tal¬ 
ents have afforded her, al¬ 
ways revealing a keen intel¬ 
lect and sharp wit. Martina 
has reminded sportswriters 
that she is no more “the les¬ 
bian tennis player” than Joe 
Montana is “the heterosexual 
quarterback.” 

What other athlete has 
called as much attention to a 
political campaign as Martina 
called to Colorado’s Amend¬ 
ment 2 last year? Every time 
a reporter asked her about 
tennis, she answered with 
outrage at the bigotry in her 
home state. 

Martina is, perhaps, the 
best-known out and proud 
person in the world. We 
claim her as ours. The lesbian 
community — perhaps even 
the wider world — has felt the 
right to be on a first-name ba¬ 
sis with Martina for the past 
decade. She is one of the few 
people whose process of com¬ 
ing out has been publicly re¬ 
ported and, therefore, wit¬ 
nessed. 

As the crowd gave Martina 
a standing ovation at the Col¬ 
iseum, I knew I was not alone 
in my feeling that somehow I 
had watched Martina grow 
up. And I realized I had 
grown up along with her. 

For every lesbian and gay 
tennis fan I know who loves 
Martina’s game, there seems 
to be one who doesn’t know 
that “love” means nothing in 
tennis, who doesn’t know the 
difference between ad in and 
ad out, who cheers for Marti¬ 
na and pays to see her play a 
game they don’t understand. 

Unlike the celebrities who 
are rumored to be gay, who 
are outed by their HIV status 
or at the time of their death, 
Martina has publicly made a 
familiar series of brave 
proclamations, step by step, at 
her own pace — the same se¬ 
ries of proclamations that 
many of my friends and I 
have made to our families 
and friends, step by step, at 
our own paces. 

Her shifting self-identifica¬ 
tion has followed a path not 
unlike many who are not so 
gifted with a tennis racket. 
First she acknowledged her 
bisexuality, later she referred 
to herself as a woman who 
preferred women, and finally, 
she came out as a lesbian. As 
she took to the stage at the 
1993 March on Washington, 
like so many others gathered 
there, Martina felt the exhila¬ 
ration of her community and 
her activism. And she was 
cheered, not so much for her 
tennis, but for her courage, 
her honesty, and her willing¬ 
ness to be counted. 

Two weeks ago, as I 
watched the championship 
match, I felt something in me 
come full circle. It was not 
my first time watching Marti¬ 
na play, but it struck me that 
my admiration for her ran 
deep, far deeper than her 
cross-court forehand. 

If Billie Jean is the tennis 
player I grew up with, Marti¬ 
na is the one I have come out 
with. V

Feinstein Prevails Over Helms 
In Passing Hate Crimes Legislation

With only four votes 
logged against it, the Hate 
Crimes Sentencing Enhance¬ 
ment Act — commonly known 
as the Feinstein Amendment 
— passed overwhelmingly in 
the U.S. Senate November 4. 
The measure, which was 
identical to one passed in the 
House in September and 
which includes sexual orienta¬ 
tion as a protected category, 
would give federal judges the 
ability to increase by at least 
one-third prison sentences for 
federal hate crimes. 

Opposition to the bill was 
voiced by Senator Jesse 
Helms (R-North Carolina), 
who said his primary concern 
was that the measure would 
amount to punishing free 
speech. “This amendment is 
intended to prevent discrimi¬ 
nation, but it is extremely 
vague and subject to abuse,” 
Helms said on the Senate 
floor Thursday, November 4. 
Feinstein responded by point¬ 
ing out that hate crimes occur 
with some regularity in his 
home state, too. 

Helms was joined in voting 
no by his fellow Republican 
from North Carolina, Senator 
Lauch Faircloth, plus 
Wyoming Republican Sena¬ 
tor Malcolm Wallop and Wis¬ 
consin Democratic Senator 
Russell Feingold. Legislation 
similar to the sentencing en¬ 
hancement act died last year 
when Helms objected to the 
inclusion of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

“We’re elated that the Sen¬ 
ate would make such a re¬ 
sounding statement against 
hate crimes,” said Martin Hi- 
raga, director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force’s Anti-Violence Project. 
“Now it is up to local and 
state legislators to put teeth 
into their legislation.” 

The U.S. Senate bill — 
which defines a hate crime as 
a criminal attack targeted on 
a person or their property on 
the basis of the victim’s race, 
color, religion, national origin, 
ethnicity, sex, or sexual orien¬ 
tation — covers only federal 
offenses, including crimes 
that are committed on federal 
property. The sentence for ag¬ 
gravated assault would in¬ 
crease to a maximum of 41 
years from 21 years under the 
measure. 

The bill was introduced by 
California Senator Dianne Fe¬ 
instein and was co-sponsored 
by her fellow California 
Democrat Senator Barbara 
Boxer, as well as Senator Car¬ 
ol Moseley-Braun (D-Illinois) 
and Senator Daniel Inouye 
(D-Hawaii). 

On the floor of the Senate, 
Braun pointed to recent inci¬ 
dents of violence, including 
the beating death of gay 
sailor Allen Schindler, and 
racially motivated firebomb- 
ings in Sacramento, as evi¬ 
dence of the “growing prob¬ 
lem of intolerance and hatred 
in American society.” Braun 
also cited statistics from the 
Anti-Defamation League, 
which reported 1,879 anti- 
Semitic crimes in 1991, and of 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, which reported a 
31 percent increase in vio¬ 
lence against gays and les¬ 
bians in five major U.S. cities 
in 1991. 



“When a member of a mi¬ 
nority is singled out and tar¬ 
geted for a crime, other mem¬ 
bers of that community feel 
isolated, vulnerable, and un¬ 
protected by the law,” Braun 
said. 

Earlier this year, the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that 
Wisconsin’s hate crime law, 
upon which the federal bills 
were modeled, did not violate 
the constitution. 


The Brady bill would re¬ 
quire a five-day waiting peri¬ 
od and a background check 
before buying a handgun. 

Although it’s not adminis¬ 
tration policy, Reno said, she 
personally favors a uniform 
law in all the states that 
would require customers to 
demonstrate some knowledge 
of weapon safety — preferably 
after a period of training — be¬ 
fore they could buy any type 
of gun.V

Other aspects of the bill 

Besides voting in favor of 
the HCSA, senators voted to 
dedicate more than twice as 
much money over five years 
to finance efforts to clamp 
down on criminals. On a 94-4 
vote, senators chose to push 
funding for the package to 
$22.3 billion, up $12.3 billion 
over Clinton’s proposal for in¬ 
creasing police patrols, adding 
prisons and establishing other 
crime programs. 

In its current form, the 
proposal appears to be a sim¬ 
ple union of Republican and 
Democratic proposals for far- 
reaching anti-crime initiatives 
discussed earlier in the day. 

Additional anti-crime dol¬ 
lars for the ambitious package 
— the largest to hit the Senate 
floor — are to come from a vi¬ 
olent crime trust fund that is 
to serve as the repository for 
savings from Clinton’s plan to 
pare 250,000 jobs from the 
federal payroll over five 
years. 

Key items in the Senate 
proposal include: 

•Adding 100,000 new po¬ 
lice officers nationwide. 

•Construction of addition¬ 
al prisons primarily for non- 
federal inmates including the 
establishment of military 
style “boot camps” for non-vi¬ 
olent offenders. 

•Increased penalties for 
arson, as well as hate crimes 
committed against victims be¬ 
cause of their gender, race, 
sexual preference, or similar 
factor. 

The Senate must vote yet 
on the entire package. No bill 
can become law until the dif¬ 
ferences between the Senate 
and the House versions are 
reconciled. 

On Thursday, November 
4, Attorney General Janet 
Reno made another push for 
the Clinton anti-crime pack¬ 
age, saying passage of the 
Brady bill and drug treatment 
for federal prisoners are key 
elements.

Security Puts the 

"No" Back in "Nordstrom's"

The heterosexual rector of 
Trinity Episcopal Church 
says that he, his wife, and oth¬ 
er members of his parish will 
boycott Nordstrom’s depart¬ 
ment store, located in the San 
Francisco Center, at 865 Mar¬ 
ket Street, after a long time 
gay Trinity parishioner went 
public with claims that he 
was recently entrapped on 
sexual solicitation charges by 
Nordstrom’s security. 

The parishioner, according 
to The Reverend Robert 
Cromey, has offered to meet 
with Nordstrom’s manager 
and other executives to tell 
them what happened when 
he used the restroom facilities 
at the popular retail store. 

“He’s in a long-term 
monogamous relationship,” 
Cromey said. “Some people 
you believe on these things 
and some you don’t. I believe 
him. It’s just not the kind of 
thing he does,” Cromey said 
of his parishioner. 

The man says he was 
using the toilet, Cromey told 
the Bay Area Reporter, when 
a Nordstrom’s security agent 
stuck his head underneath the 
closed stall door. 

The startled man said “hel¬ 
lo” — and was quickly hustled 
out of the restroom in hand¬ 
cuffs and was threatened with 
being turned over to local po¬ 
lice authorities unless he 
signed an agreement to stay 
out of Nordstrom’s for a peri¬ 
od of two years. 

“This is just outrageous,” 
Cromey said. “In America a 
person is innocent until 
proven guilty. I hope some¬ 
one comes along with the 
balls to sue them. It’s really a 
fascist mentality.” 

The facts about Nord¬ 
strom’s new hardline policy 
was first reported in the 
B.A.R. earlier this month, af¬ 
ter three men were arrested 
and detained at the store 
November 1. Since then, 
manager Vickie McWilliams 
has referred calls regarding

charges of entrapment and 
sexual solicitation in Nord¬ 
strom’s restrooms to media 
spokesperson Kjorina Peter¬ 
son Boyd. 

“Nordstrom’s will take 
whatever action is necessary 
to protect our customers from 
such illegal behavior. We will 
not tolerate lewd or disrup¬ 
tive behavior of any kind in 
our facility,” Boyd told the 
B.A.R. 

Patrons detained by Nord¬ 
strom’s internal security on 
“sufficient cause” will be 
asked to sign a statement that 
they will not enter any Nord¬ 
strom’s for two years, Boyd 
said. 

No exact number 

Boyd declined to provide 
the exact number of people 
detained by Nordstrom’s over 
the last year - saying it was a 
“security matter”—but denied 
that anyone detained by 
Nordstrom’s was entrapped. 

“It’s just outrageous con¬ 
duct,” Cromey said. “One of 
the elderly women in my con¬ 
gregation said she was so up¬ 
set about it that she was go¬ 
ing to boycott the store, even 
though it’s her favorite.” 

An eyewitness to an inci¬ 
dent the afternoon of Novem¬ 


ber 9, in which two gay men 
were detained by Nord¬ 
strom’s security and paraded 
through the store in hand¬ 
cuffs, to the apparent amuse¬ 
ment of the three security 
personnel involved, is also a 
longtime Nordstrom’s shop¬ 
per. 

“I was in the men’s area 
looking at suits. Suddenly, 
there was some kind of com¬ 
motion near the men’s rest 
room, and I saw two men being 
led out of the men’s room in 
handcuffs,” the observer told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

The Nordstrom’s security 
personnel appeared to be 
parading the men around and 
“bringing attention to it,” the 
eyewitness said. 

“It seemed like they were

really getting off on it,” he 
said. “I think it was incredibly 
humiliating. I got really 
pissed off,” he recounted. 

The eyewitness, a longtime 
Nordstrom’s shopper, has also 
decided that he will no longer 
shop at the facility because of 
the incident he observed and 
the treatment the men in 
handcuffs allegedly received. 

“God, what the hell is go¬ 
ing on?” he wondered. ▼

Queer Bashing: 
Different Realities for 
Lesbians and Gay Men 



Q ueer bashings can 
take a number of dif¬ 
ferent forms. We’re 
all familiar with being 
called “faggots and 
“dykes” when we walk the 
streets looking like ourselves. 
We also all have vivid images 
of individuals down in the 
street with cuts and bruises 
and wounds, requiring medi¬ 
cal attention after meeting up 
with the wrong end of a base¬ 
ball bat. 

We’ve all heard about 
members of the community 
who have been viciously at¬ 
tacked leaving clubs or bars. 
What we don’t often think 
about are the subtle differ¬ 
ences that make all these 
kinds of as¬ 
saults a very 
different ex¬ 
perience for 
lesbians and 
gay men. 

The differ¬ 
ence lies in 
the over¬ 
whelming 
power that 
sexism 
wields in our 
culture and 
the ongoing 
toll this 
takes on 
women’s 
conscious¬ 
ness. 

Incidents 
of hate vio¬ 
lence report¬ 
ed to CUAV 
usually average about 75 for 
males and 25 percent for fe¬ 
males. We believe that one of 
the major reasons for this 
wide disparity lies in the level 
of daily violence that women 
in our culture have come to 
adapt to and tolerate. When 
events occur it is often diffi¬ 
cult to figure out if this hap¬ 
pened to you because you are 
a woman and how or even if 
the fact that you are a lesbian 
was the root cause. 

This is an issue that needs 
discussion in our community, 
if for no other reason than to 
better understand and validate 
the feelings of a major ele¬ 
ment of our community — les¬ 
bians and bi-women. 

Women in this culture are 
subjected to a barrage of sexist 
and misogynist insults on a 
daily basis. We are viewed as 
sexual objects for men’s use 
and pleasure and treated ac¬ 
cordingly. There are not very 
many women around who 
haven’t been assailed with the 
Hey baby, want some of 
this?” kind of public humilia¬ 
tion. Most gay men do not face 
this kind of daily assault and 
harassment against their sense 
of self-esteem. 

After a while one becomes 
enured to these types of at¬ 
tacks and would probably not 
dream of reporting it to some 
agency as an example of hate 
violence — which it emphatical¬ 
ly is. 

Men and women perceive 
threats to their persons and 


levels of violence in a radically 
different way. As women, we 
are constantly on guard and 
concerned for our personal 
safety. It would never occur to 
most of us to walk home alone 
at 3 a.m. from a bar. Are you 
out of your mind or what? We 
live under a constant state of 
siege. We know at an elemen¬ 
tal level that we are always 
considered viable targets for 
violence — sexual orientation 
aside — because it is our gen¬ 
der that marks us as suitable 
prey. 

Most men never think 
about how circumscribed 
women’s lives are by the con¬ 
stant threat of violence. We 
simply don’t do lots of things 
that men (in¬ 
cluding gay 
men) take 
for granted 
and consider 
to be their 
perfect right 
to pursue. 
There is a 
place within 
most women 
where we 
have inter¬ 
nalized all 
those lessons 
from our 
mothers 
about suffer¬ 
ing these 
things quiet¬ 
ly. After all 
they were 
good teach 
ers — we saw 
our own mothers live through 
some of the same types of ha¬ 
rassment. And if all else fails 
to keep us in our place, there’s 
always the “blame the victim” 
demon to fight — “If I wasn’t 
dressed that way, or in that 
neighborhood, or out alone at 
10 p.m. 

These are the reasons that 
women don’t necessarily iden¬ 
tify some specific incidents as 
violent — after all they’re noth¬ 
ing “out of the ordinary.” Les¬ 
bians and bi-women don’t re¬ 
port incidents to CUAV as fre¬ 
quently as men do because we 
have grown accustomed to a 
higher level of violence in our 
lives. 

Being called “bitch,” “cunt,” 
“whore,” are all violent and re¬ 
portable incidents. Being ha¬ 
rassed on the street with “Hey 
baby, come get some of this,” 
or “What’s the matter, you a 
bull-dyke or something?” etc. — 
these are all things that de¬ 
serve reporting. If you’ve been 
harassed on MUNI because 
you’re a woman traveling 
alone or you look pretty butch, 
call CUAV. Make sure that 
what happens to women gets 
counted as part of the overall 
climate of hate violence we’re 
all trying to survive. 

In two weeks we will con¬ 
tinue this discussion. We will 
turn our attention to what hap¬ 
pens within our community in 
terms of violence we perpe¬ 
trate against ourselves and 
each other.

S.F. Supervisors Pass 
Medical Marijuana Proposals

The San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors passed three 
resolutions supporting the use 
of marijuana for medicinal 
purposes on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 15. 

Two resolutions called for 
changes in state and federal 
laws to allow the use and cul¬ 
tivation of the herb for medic¬ 
inal purposes in the treatment 
of terminal illnesses such as 
AIDS, cancer, or other dis¬ 
eases. 

A third resolution called 
for discussion of the use of 
the medicinal herb in the re¬ 
duction of alcohol and sub¬ 
stance abuse problems in the 
city’s Master Health plan. 

San Francisco voters have 
already approved Prop P, a 
measure establishing that it is 
the will of the citizenry that 
criminal prosecution for the 
use of marijuana be among 
the lowest criminal justice pri¬ 
orities. 

The measure was spon¬ 
sored by Supervisor Angela 
Alioto and co-sponsored by 
Supervisors Barbara Kauf¬ 


man and Terrence Hallinan. 

Both lesbian Supervisors 
Susan Leal and Carole 
Migden support the measure, 
although Migden was unable 
to be present for the vote. 

“We support it. It’s great 
that it passed,” she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

"Compelling testimony'' 

“Our committee [Health 
and Public Safety] has heard 
compelling testimony about 
the relief which marijuana 
provided to people with 
AIDS undergoing chemother¬ 
apy. It’s clear that doctors 
should be able to prescribe 
this drug in instances where 
it can ameliorate pain in life- 
threatening illnesses,” Leal 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Of the eight superviors at 
the meeting, only Supervisor 
Annemarie Conroy failed to 
support the resolutions. 

Although Conroy has 
friends with AIDS and cancer 
who have used the drug for 
pain control and other pur¬ 
poses, and says she supports 
such uses, she told the B.A.R. 
that she believed that the sup¬ 


ply and dispensing of the 
drug should also be handled 
medically, rather than 
through personal cultivation 
for personal use. She did not 
specify how she expected 
such a program to work. 

Board President Angela 
Alioto has also said she 
knows of at least one person 
who has used marijuana for 
medicinal purposes: her late 
husband, who died of stom¬ 
ach cancer. 

Witnesses at the meeting 
included persons with AIDS 
and cancer who use marijua¬ 
na to alleviate wasting syn¬ 
drome and the discomfort of 
chemotherapy treatments, as 
well as doctors and other ex¬ 
perts. 

A spokesperson for Mayor 
Jordan told the B.A.R. she 
did not know if he would sign 
the resolutions. Jordan, de¬ 
spite his reputation as a con¬ 
servative, is rumored to sup¬ 
port the idea of the “compas¬ 
sionate use” of marijuana by 
people with AIDS and 
cancer. ▼

San Diego 
Pot Case Update

SAN DIEGO — A judge 
said Wednesday, November 
11, he will consider terminat¬ 
ing the probation of a man in¬ 
fected with HIV who cultivat¬ 
ed and used marijuana to stop 
nausea and other symptoms 
of the deadly disease. 

Samuel Skipper, 39, of La 
Mesa, California, pleaded 
guilty in 1991 to cultivating 
marijuana and was placed on 
three years probation. Skip¬ 
per said he and his male lover 
had AIDS and used the drug 
for treatment. 

As a condition of his pro¬ 
bation, he was ordered not to 
use marijuana. 

But Skipper continued to 
use the drug and was charged 
again with marijuana cultiva¬ 
tion. He was acquitted Octo¬ 
ber 15 of marijuana cultiva¬ 
tion charges after he used the 
“medical necessity” defense. 

Skipper’s lawyer told San 
Diego Municipal Court Judge 
Charles Rogers that Skipper 
should be allowed to cultivate 
marijuana, since the jury ac¬ 
cepted his explanation that he 
needs the drug.

“All Mr. Skipper wants is 
to be left alone,” argued attor¬ 
ney Juliana Humphrey. “This 
is a very unique situation.” 

Deputy District Attorney 
David Williams told the judge 
not to terminate the remain¬ 
ing year of probation. 

The judge will make his 
decision on December 10. ▼

sex guidelines developed in 
collaboration with the Coali¬ 
tion For Healthy Sex. 

Katz said those guidelines 
include adequate lighting and 
monitoring of the facility to 
ensure no unsafe sex is occur¬ 
ring. 

Although My Place bar is 
not a sex club, sexual activi¬ 
ties was observed by investi¬ 
gators in a back alley that 
was accessible through the 
club. 

The Campus Theatre was 
warned for having areas fre¬ 
quented by customers where 
there was inadequate lighting. 

Katz said that the owner of 
My Place bar was unaware of 
the situation and immediately 
corrected the problem, and 
that the owners of the Cam¬ 
pus Theatre have also assured 
the AIDS office that they will 
fix the inadequate lighting. 

However Katz said that 
neither The Night Gallery 
nor The Church of The Se¬ 
cret Gospel had responded to 
the Health Department warn¬ 
ings, and the city attorneys of¬ 
ficer will move to close the 
establishments when there is 
“sufficient cause.” 

Frank Fitch, owner of the 
Church, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that his facility 
would comply with the light¬ 
ing guidelines. 

“We’re primarily oral. I’m 
not aware of any unprotected 
anal intercourse on the 
premises. We’re going to do a 
little about the lighting,” he 
said. 

Under state and local regu¬

lations, the Health Depart¬ 
ment has the right to close 
any establishment deemed as 
a public health hazard. 

“It’s been a recurring prob¬ 
lem,” City Attorney Louise 
Renne told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “It’s obviously a pub¬ 
lic health issue.” 

If the facilities move into 
compliance with CHS guide¬ 
lines, they will not face clo¬ 
sure, she said. 

Costs not revealed 

Katz said that the legal ac¬ 
tion was initiated following 
an investigation by the De¬ 
partment of Public Health. 
He refused to discuss any as¬ 
pect of the investigation, in¬ 
cluding costs or whether it 
was conducted by Health De¬ 
partment employees, law en¬ 
forcement personnel, private 
investigators, or volunteers. 


However, Dan Wohlfeiler, 
a spokesman for the Coalition 
on Healthy Sex and the edu¬ 
cation director of the Stop 
AIDS Project, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the CHS 
was not involved in the inves¬ 
tigation of the four businesses 
cited by the Health Depart¬ 
ment. 

The last official investiga¬ 
tion of sex clubs, gay sex the¬ 
atres, bookstores, and bath¬ 
houses occurred during the 
Feinstein administration, 
when then-Mayor Dianne Fe¬ 
instein retained the services 
of private investigator Hal 
Lipset to investigate premises 
considered to be public health 
hazards because of unsafe sex 
practices — and pressured 
then-Health Department Di¬ 
rector Mervyn Silverman to 
close the facilities. 

That investigation led to 
an order by Judge Roy Won¬ 
der, prohibiting such clubs 
from allowing unsafe sex and 
ordering the removal of pri¬ 
vate doors to bathhouse 
rooms, monitoring of the 
premises, and the prohibition 
of sex acts believed to trans¬ 
mit HIV. 

Since the establishment of 
sex clubs in the late 80s and 
90s, sex club operators and 
AIDS prevention experts 
formed the Coalition on 
Healthy Sex, a self-regulating 
model industry group that es¬ 
tablished strict guidelines for 
the operation of such facilities 
including AIDS prevention 
and education materials, ade¬ 
quate monitoring, hygienic fa¬ 
cilities, and lighting. ▼

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Domestic Partnerships Gain 
Popularity Among Employers

BOSTON — Six months 
ago, Andrew Sherman, the ar¬ 
chitect of domestic partner 
benefit plans for Lotus and ai 
dozen other companies,, 
thought most major corpora¬ 
tions would extend benefit 
packages of gay employees in 
the distant future. 

Now he’s not so sure. 

What has shaken Sherman’s 
confidence is not a hesitancy 
on the part of companies to ex¬ 
tend benefits — the list con¬ 
tinues to grow each month — 
but the health care plan in¬ 
troduced in September by 
President Bill Clinton. 

“Clinton’s proposal, all 239 
pages of it, is silent on domes¬ 
tic partner benefits,” said Sher¬ 
man, vice president and prac¬ 
tice leader of domestic partner 
benefits at the Segal Company, 
a company that specializes in 
advising companies on benefit 
programs. “I’m sure it wasn’t 
even contemplated, but it 
doesn’t define “spouse.” 

Clinton’s plan, designed to 
ensure everyone in the U.S. 
receives health care insurance, 
takes into account benefits for 
legally married heterosexuals 
and their families, but not 
same-sex partners and their 
families. 

“Health care reform may do 
terrific things to everyone who 
can get coverage,” he said, “but 
it doesn’t come close to ad¬ 
dressing the need of employers 
paying for domestic partners. 
In fact, I’m concerned that a 
law could prevent employers 
from providing domestic part¬ 
ner benefits.” 

The universal health care 
plan would divide the country 
into regional health alliances, 
purchasing groups that would 
buy health care for thousands 
of consumers. Large corpora¬ 
tions with more than 5,000 
employees would have the op¬ 
portunity to form their own 
health alliances. 

Sherman said he believes in 
the principal behind Clinton’s 
plan — providing health care 
to all — but said he does not 
agree with how health benefits 
would be paid. 

“Everyone’s going to get 
coverage if it’s passed as 
drafted or passed in some simi¬ 
lar way,” he said. “But who 
pays for it. I’m going to have to 
go to my regional office, 
and pay 100 percent of the 
premium, while if I were mar¬ 
ried, my spouse’s employer 
would be legally required to 
pay 80 percent of the cost of a 
family premium that would 
cover me. 

“The proposal as drafted 
also says that the employer can 
pay up to 100 percent of the 
cost of individual or family 
coverage, but is silent on 
whether it can pay the cost of 
domestic partner or family 
coverage that would include a 
domestic partner,” Sherman 
said. “It’s also silent on what 
the tax implications would be.” 

Because it could take up to 
four years before any part of 
the health care plan is put into 
place, Sherman said it is too 
early to determine what the 
future will hold for domestic 
partner benefits, and in the 
meantime, he expects com¬ 
panies will continue to adopt 
health care policies. 


A study released in October 
by the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force found just 
over five percent of the For¬ 
tune 1,000 companies that 
responded have benefits for 
domestic partners of gay male 
and lesbian employees. 

The study also found that 
more than 70 percent of those 
surveyed have a non¬ 
discrimination policy that in-

eludes sexual orientation, and 
over half include sexual orien¬ 
tation in their diversity train¬ 
ing programs. 


Starting from scratch 

Sherman has worked at the 
Segal Company for the past 
seven years, but it wasn’t until 
he began working with com¬ 
panies to develop domestic 
partner benefits two years ago 
that he began drawing na¬ 
tional attention. 

An employee at Lotus had 
been requesting domestic part¬ 
ner benefits for more than a 
year when Sherman was 
brought in by executives at 
Lotus. At the time, few 
businesses were offering do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, the 
most notable being the Village 
Voice newspaper in New York 
City. 

“We had to start from 
scratch,” he said. “Everything 
from what words to use, who to 
include, how do you prove it,

stressing employee confiden¬ 
tiality. You have to structure it 
in a way that people aren’t 
afraid to come forward; if they 
are, you’re not meeting your 
objective.” 

Because most employers 
don’t require a marriage 
license to add a heterosexual 
spouse to a health insurance 
plan, Sherman said employers 
are asked to think about what 
they require of lesbian and gay 
male employees to prove they 
have a partner. 

Another difficulty at Lotus 
was the issue of same-sex ver¬ 
sus opposite sex domestic part¬ 
ners. He said Lotus decided 
not to include opposite sex 


partners in their benefits 
package bacause executives 
felt heterosexuals had the op¬ 
tion of marriage, unlike 
homosexuals. 

“We don’t advocate a posi¬ 
tion one way or another,” he 
said. “We do know that it is 
more expensive to include op¬ 
posite sex partners than same 
sex partners just because there 
are twice as many of them.” 

Since working with Lotus, 
Sherman said he has worked 
with about 12 other com¬ 
panies. Initially, he said the 
Segal Company was receiving 
requests from individuals try¬ 
ing to convince their company 
to introduce domestic partner 
benefits. 

In the last six months, how¬ 
ever, he said company ex¬ 
ecutives have been calling, 
thinking about domestic part¬ 
nership in advance of 
employees. 

“As domestic partner 
benefits catch on within a par¬ 
ticular sector or type of 
employer, there’s an interest on 
[the part of] the rest of the 
employers in that sector not to 
get left behind or make sure 
they’re able to compete for top- 
notch employees. 

“High-tech is probably the 
best example, colleges and 
universities are probably 
another,” he said. “The enter¬ 
tainment industry is probably 
the next place we’ll see it. I’m 
working with an insurance 
agency right now. It’s really 
come a long way, in 
Massachusetts, anyway.” 

In the past year, the list of 
businesses offering benefits 
has grown to include media 
outlet s like the Boston Globe, 
WGBH, Ziff-Davis Com¬ 
munications; colleges and 
universities like Clark, Har¬ 
vard and MIT; and hospitals 
like Children’s Hospital and 
the New England Medical 
Center. 

Sherman said he explains to 
companies contemplating do¬ 
mestic partner benefits that it’s 
not a new benefit, simply ex¬ 
tending existing benefits. He 
added that companies that 
have introduced domestic part¬ 
ner benefits have seen their ex¬ 
penses rise less than one per¬ 
cent. 

“Companies can get a lot of 
favorable publicity for very li- 
tle cost,” he said. “We tell pro¬ 
spective clients that domestic 
partner benefits are something 
that you’re going to have to talk 
about. And whether or not you 
provide them, your employees 
are at least entitled to having a 
thought-out response to the 
question.” 

Some employers still ques¬ 
tion the expense of benefits be¬ 
cause they fear their health in¬ 
surance bills will rise with 
partners who may have HIV or 
AIDS, he said. Sherman said 
AIDS and HIV is significantly 
less expense than a whole list 
of other medical conditions, in¬ 
cluding cancer and premature 
births. 

Despite the increased num¬ 
ber of companies offering 
benefits, he still said there are 
insurance companies that are 
hesitant to extend benefits to 
gay male and lesbian partners. 
The only health plan that has 
indicated a willingness to go 
forward in all instances is 
Delta Dental, he said. ▼

Texas Bigots Love Apple's $, But Hate Its Gay Employees

AUSTIN - Officials in the 
conservative community of 
Round Rock, Texas, are balk¬ 
ing at Apple Computers’ re-

quest for tax breaks because 
of the company’s liberal em¬ 
ployee benefits package. 

The high-tech company re¬ 
cently asked the Williamson 
County Commissioners Court 
for tax abatements for its 
planned $80 million complex 
in Round Rock, just north of 
Austin. 

Commissioners then 
learned .that Apple, based in

real debate, I think A1 Gore 
showed real class and easily 
won the face-off with Ross 
Perot. That “giant sucking 
sound” you heard last Tues¬ 
day night was the whoosh of 
a big-eared, billionaire bully’s 
credibility going south. 

Two more well-known gay 
activists, Simeon White and 
Joe Van Es-Ballesteros, are re¬ 
portedly planning to run for 
the Board of Supes next year.

And in L.A., former coun¬ 
cilman and mayoral candidate 
Michael Woo, who has always 
enjoyed the support of gays 
and lesbians in past political 
races, reportedly met a brick 
wall when he recently contact¬ 
ed many of his homosexual al¬ 
lies to let them know he was 
contemplating a run for secre¬ 
tary of state next year. Woo 
was apparently told, “Sorry, 
but we have our own candi- 



Cupertino, California, has an 
employee benefit plan that 
covers same-sex partners. 

County Judge John Doer- 
fler, who presides over the 
commissioners court, told 
The Dallas Morning News 
that he welcomes Apple’s ex¬ 
pansion, but that he is not 
comfortable with its liberal 
employee policies. 

He said, “I am strongly op¬ 
posed to homosexuality and 
same-sex marriages. But how 
far should county government 
go in interfering with a com¬ 
pany and its policies? Does 
government of any kind have 
the right to regulate morali¬ 
ty?” 

The commissioners court 
will vote on Apple’s request 
within weeks. Several com¬ 
missioners oppose the tax 
break because of Apple’s pol¬ 
icy, and Doerfler may have to 
cast the tie-breaking vote. 

"Encouraging that activity" 

County Commissioner 
William Boatright, a critic of 
Apple’s benefits plan, noted 
the philosophical gulf be¬ 
tween Round Rock and its 
immediate neighbor, the lib¬ 
eral city of Austin. The

Austin City Council recently 
adopted a benefit plan that 
covers same-sex partners. 

Boatright said such policies 
“are going to attract people 
who are in those kinds of re¬ 
lationships, and I don’t want 
to encourage that kind of ac¬ 
tivity.” 

He conceded that govern¬ 
ment should not get involved 
in the private sector, but 


when a company like Apple 
seeks a tax benefit, “then we 
can have a say.” 

Apple spokesman Bill Kee¬ 
gan told the Morning News 
that the company will not 
give up its employee benefits 
policy, saying, “We feel it’s 
important. It’s the kind of 
thing that helps us attract and 
keep good people.” 

And regardless of the com¬ 


missioners’ vote on the tax 
abatement request, he said 
Apple USA is not likely to 
scrap its plans for a new, 
nine-building complex in 
Round Rock. 

Governor Ann Richards, 
who helped persuade Apple 
to make the move, told the 
newspaper she would inter¬ 
vene if necessary to save the 
tax breaks. ▼

CDC Gives First 
Grant to Latin Gays 


quiries it receives from gay 
Latinos to LLEGO. 

The idea of a national or¬ 
ganization for gay male and 
lesbian Latinos gathered 
strength at the “Gay and Les¬ 
bian People of Color Confer¬ 
ence” held in Los Angeles, 
California, in November of 
1986. At the National Latino 
Lesbian and Gay Activists 
meeting in February of 1988, 
LLEGO was born when na¬ 
tional by-laws were drafted 
and the name was chosen. 

Although the organization 
has received a number of 
smaller grants and awards to 
provide AIDS education to 
the Latino gay community, in 
July of this year it applied to 
the CDC for a $600,000 grant. 

Though Ornelas said 
LLEGO had an onsite visit 
from the CDC shortly there¬ 
after that was “very success¬ 
ful” they had not received any 
response from the CDC about 
the status of the grant until 
two weeks ago. 

In October, during the Sec¬ 
ond National Latino Confer¬ 
ence in San Jose, LLEGO 
Board Chair Mario Solis- 
Marich placed a call to the 
CDC and was given notice of 
final confirmation. 


“Though it was $180,000 
less than we requested,” Or¬ 
nelas said, “everyone was so 
excited it was like receiving a 
Christmas present.” 

LLEGO’s total budget, 
which was in the $125,000 to 
$150,000 range, will now in¬ 
crease to “over $500,000” a 
year, Ornelas said. “We cur¬ 
rently have two people on 
staff but we will be increasing 
that number to five or six,” 
he said. 

The national office of 
LLEGO will be located in 
Washington; the group is now 
looking for a larger office 
space not far from its present 
offices near Capitol Hill. 

The TATA project has 
been approved by the CDC 
for a five-year period and, 
through a “continuing applica¬ 
tion” process, will be newly 
funded every year through 
1998. 

“We are going to be deal¬ 
ing with the issues that im¬ 
pact our lives,” Ornelas said. 
“It will be culturally appropri¬ 
ate and one of the most inno¬ 
vative programs around. We 
will not just be putting brown 
faces on the white AIDS mod¬ 
el.” T 


Oregon Voted for Hate

LLEGO, the national orga¬ 
nization of Gay and Lesbian 
Latinos, has received a 
$420,000 grant from the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control 
(CDC) to fund a project target¬ 
ing the Latino Gay communi¬ 
ty. LLEGO (Latino Lesbian, 
Gay and Bisexual Organiza¬ 
tion) is the first gay Latino 
group to be funded by the 
CDC and will use the grant 
for a program titled “Training 
Assistance and Training on 
AIDS Projects” (TATA). 

“We are extremely pleased 
that the CDC has recognized 
the ability and expertise of 
LLEGO to respond to the 
needs in our community,” 
said Martin Ornelas, project 
director for TATA. “This pro¬ 
gram will be the only one in 
the country to specifically ad¬ 
dress the Gay and Lesbian 
Latino population.” 

Lettia Gomez, co-chair of 
ENLACE, Washington D.C.’s 
local Latino Gay organization, 
has been named executive di¬ 
rector of the project, which 
will offer technical assistance 
to more than 75 Gay Latino 
groups around the country. 

In addition, Ornelas, who 
was formerly the coordinator 
of research and evaluation for 
the National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention, says 
LLEGO has struck an agree¬ 
ment with that organization

OREGON CITY - An anti¬ 
gay rights measure that went 
before voters in Oregon City 
this week was declared 
passed Friday, November 12, 
after a count of absentee bal¬ 
lots. 

The measure received 
2,654 “yes” votes to 2,374 “no” 
votes, Clackamas County elec¬ 
tions officials said. 

The measure was leading 
2,368 to 2,135 after a special 
election Tuesday, with absen¬ 
tee ballots in the Portland 
suburb to be counted. 

Voters in Keizer, near the 
state capital of Salem, also 
voted Tuesday in favor of a 
similar ballot measure deny¬ 


ing protection against discrim¬ 
ination for lesbians and gays. 

Similar measures have 
been approved in eight other 
cities and five counties in 
Oregon, mostly in economi¬ 
cally depressed timber areas. 

But the Oregon Legisla¬ 
ture voted earlier this year to 
prohibit implementing local 
anti-gay ordinances. The leg¬ 
islative decision faces a chal¬ 
lenge in Marion County Cir¬ 
cuit Court in Salem by the 
Oregon Citizens Alliance, a 
conservative group backing 
the proposals. 

The Oregon Citizens Al¬ 
liance contends homosexuals 
should not be granted what it 
calls “special” protections that 
are not provided to others. ▼

WASHINGTON CROSS¬ 
ING HISTORICAL PARK, 
PENNSYLVANIA - About 
80 members of white 
supremacist groups rallied 
against gays and gay rights at 
a historic park in eastern 
Pennsylvania on Saturday, 
November 6. 

The demonstrators were 
outnumbered, both by state 
police and counter-protestors. 
No incidents were reported, 
and there was only one arrest, 
for underage drinking. 

The United States of 
America Nationalist Party 
picked the park, where 
George Washington and his 
troops spent the famous win¬ 
ter of 1776-77 near Valley 
Forge, for the rally because of 
the large gay community in 
nearby New Hope, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

The heavy advance public¬ 
ity surrounding the rally al¬ 


lowed state police the time to 
prepare. More than 300 state 
troopers, some on horseback, 
all in full riot gear, provided 
security. All roads into the 
park were blocked by police. 

The troopers on horseback 
kept the two groups of 
demonstrators separated, and 
only angry epithets were 
tossed back and forth. 

Over 200 counter-demon¬ 
strators, most from gay rights 
and left-wing groups, turned 
out despite having to march 
more than one mile to reach 
the area. 

The supremacists shouted 
“Sieg Heil!” as well as ob¬ 
scene slogans smearing gays, 
blacks, Asians, and Jews, as 
well as sexually-oriented epi¬ 
thets. 

The counter-protesters car¬ 
ried signs, including one read¬ 
ing “The only good fascist is a 
dead fascist.” ▼

Legal Attacks on 
Lesbian Moms Continue

The case in Virginia where 
Sharon Bottoms lost custody 
of her son because of her les¬ 
bianism has received a great 
deal of national press. Howev¬ 
er, the media has all but ig¬ 
nored two other cases, one in 
Bentonville, Arkansas, and 
the other in Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
that are even more outra¬ 
geous. 

In both cases, the stated 
reason the women lost their 
children was because the chil¬ 
dren might encounter preju¬ 
dice at sometime in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The Arkansas mother, who 
had applied for a same-sex 
marriage license earlier in the 
year, lost the custody of the 
two children, ages nine and 
13, because the judge ruled 
that her sexual orientation 
would “subject the children to 
ridicule and embarrassment.” 

The ruling, filed on Octo¬ 
ber 5 by Judge Terry Crab¬ 
tree, awarded custody to the 
woman’s ex-husband — de¬ 
spite the man’s history of 
driving under the influence 
and writing bad checks. In 


fact, Crabtree himself had put 
the ex-husband in jail for vio¬ 
lating a court order. 

Victoria Cochran, attorney 
for the mother, says she is 
maintaining confidentiality re¬ 
garding the parents’ names 
and that she intends to appeal 
Crabtree’s ruling to the 
Arkansas State Supreme 
Court. 

The father filed for cus¬ 
tody after reading about his 
ex-wife’s attempt to get a 
marriage license. His lawyer, 
Bob Scott, argued that the 
children would suffer emo¬ 
tional harm by living with the 
mother because homosexual¬ 
ity is not accepted in the 
“heartland” states. During the 
three-day custody hearing, a 
court-appointed lawyer for 
the children agreed with 
Scott that the children would 
be faced with discrimination 
because of their mother, and 
recommended that custody be 
given to the father. 

Despite Cochran’s argu¬ 
ments that the father’s record 
would have disqualified him 
in an ordinary custody case, 
Crabtree cited a 1987 
Arkansas Supreme Court 


case which denied a lesbian 
custody of her child as prece¬ 
dent. 

Oklahomophobia 

A Tulsa, Oklahoma, les¬ 
bian, Donna Fox also lost cus¬ 
tody of her two children to 
her ex-husband, James Fox, 
because the children “might 
encounter future prejudiced 
by a disapproving society. 
The Oklahoma Court of Ap¬ 
peals ruled 2-1 to uphold a 
lower court ruling denying 
her custody of the children. 

The appeals court over¬ 
ruled the finding of the lower 
court, which stated Fox was 
unfit to have custody because 
she is a lesbian, but ruled that 
the possibility of future preju¬ 
dice against the children later 
in their lives is sufficient rea¬ 
son to refuse her custody. Her 
attorney said he would appeal 
the ruling to the Oklahoma 
Supreme Court. 

Abby Abinanti, Legal Co¬ 
ordinator for the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights in 
San Francisco, said Tuesday 
that she is keeping track of 
both cases. ▼ 


Administration Wants To Make 
Porn Laws Much Much Broader

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Justice Department, pub¬ 
licly chided by the Senate and 
President Clinton for narrow¬ 
ly interpreting the child 
pornography law and recom¬ 
mending that a defendant be 
found guilty on different 
grounds, is pointing the finger 
back at Congress. 

The department says Capi¬ 
tol Hill needs to make the 
law clearer. 

Chief Justice spokesman 
Carl Stern says, “You can’t 
fix [the child pornography] 
law with a sense of the Sen¬ 
ate resolution. That has to be 
done with an amendment [to 
present law] or a new 
statute.” 

The Senate voted unani¬ 
mously last week for a non¬ 
binding resolution calling for 
a broader interpretation of 
the law. Thursday, November 
11, Clinton took the unprece¬ 
dented step of publicly order¬ 
ing Attorney General Janet 


Reno and the Justice Depart¬ 
ment to prepare new legisla¬ 
tion. 

Stern said it’s probable 
that a member of Congress 
will draft a clearer law, and the 
Justice Department would 
help. 

The case is far more com¬ 
plicated than the political tur¬ 
moil might suggest. 

It concerns an honors grad¬ 
uate student at Pennsylvania 
State University, Stephen A. 
Knox, and material that fo¬ 
cuses on the pubic areas of 
girls 10-17 years of age, but 
does not include nudity. 


Fully clothed porno? 

A federal district court in 
Pennsylvania convicted Knox 
of possessing child pornogra¬ 
phy on the grounds that the 
“uppermost portion of the in¬ 
ner thigh” — such as revealed 
by most bathing suit bottoms 
— is part of the pubic area. 

The Third U.S. Circuit 


Court of Appeals said the 
“district court’s novel defini¬ 
tion of the pubic area is 
anatomically and legally in¬ 
correct.” 

But it then upheld Knox’s 
conviction on another novel 
ground, that the “lascivious 
exhibition of the genitals or 
pubic area” can be found — 
even when those areas are 
fully covered by clothing. 

The Supreme Court had 
accepted Knox’s appeal, 
which meant at least four jus¬ 
tices had agreed to hear it. 

In September, U.S. Solici¬ 
tor General Drew Days III be¬ 
came unsure about the case 
and reversed himself, recom¬ 
mending that the Third Cir¬ 
cuit take another look at the 
case and find Knox guilty on 
narrower grounds. 

Days wrote that the Third 
Circuit was incorrect in hold¬ 
ing that “focusing on the mid¬ 
section of a clothed body may 
constitute an ‘exhibition’ of 
the unrevealed body parts be¬ 
neath the garments.” Days 
said current law means that 
the body parts in question — 
pubic areas — should be “dis¬ 
cernible either through or be¬ 
neath the clothing.” 

In a surprise move on 
November 1, the Supreme 
Court ordered the Third Cir¬ 
cuit to review the case based 
on Days’s recommendation. 

Stern said November 12 
that every party that’s exam¬ 
ined the case at different lev¬ 
els came away with a differ¬ 
ent conclusion, meaning that 
the law is not clear. 

The sense of the senate 
resolution last week came af¬ 
ter some anti-pornography 
groups began an attack cam¬ 
paign against Days’s interpre¬ 
tation, saying that he was sup¬ 
porting child pornography. 

The White House then 
moved to seal off any political 
damage to the president, say¬ 
ing that Clinton had not been 
informed of Days’s approach 
before it was taken. ▼ 


Commonwealth Games 
Name Official Condom

VICTORIA, BRITISH 
COLUMBIA — The Common¬ 
wealth Games in Victoria 
next summer will feature ath¬ 
letes from 66 countries, 11 
days of events and pageantry 
- and an official condom. 

Games spokeswoman Amy 
Hart announced October 28 
that condoms manufactured 
by Ortho McNeil Company 
will be the official condom of 
the Commonwealth Games 
August 18-28. 

Officials said the manufac¬ 
turer will pay up to $200,000 


for official product designa¬ 
tion. The logo for the games 
will be emblazoned on con¬ 
dom packages. 

Hart said condoms proba¬ 
bly will be made available to 
athletes visiting the event’s 
medical facilities, rather than 
distributed to participants. 

“We realize that some of 
the athletes are young; for ex¬ 
ample, some gymnasts can be 
as young as 14,” she said. “We 
believe condom use is a mat¬ 
ter of personal choice and can 
be dependent on the morals 
of different countries.” ▼

JoAnn Loulan had been seat¬ 
ed close to Holless, and told 
the B.A.R. she never heard 
him asked to be arrested. 
However, she did hear a 
flight attendant say that he 
would not be allowed to fly 
because of his open wounds. 
Having already observed that 
the Kaposi’s Sarcoma lesions 
on Holless’s face were neither 
open, nor oozing substances, 
Loulan asked the attendant 
how she defined an open 
wound. The attendant de¬ 
clined to answer. 

According to Loulan, “Mr. 
Holless stayed in his seat and 
firmly stated that he was not 
getting off the plane.” Loulan 
was stunned by what fol¬ 
lowed. “The police dragged 
this poor man, belly down, off 
the plane as he screamed in 
pain. This is a weak, emaciat¬ 
ed man with an in-dwelling 
catheter in his abdomen,” said 
Loulan. “What happened to 
him was simply incomprehen¬ 
sible.” 

San Mateo resident Robby 
Robinson was brought to 
tears by what she saw. “I 
watched as two huge Chicago 
police officers grabbed this 
man, and I listened to him cry 
out in desperation, as though 
all he wanted was to be left 
alone to go home,” Robinson 
described for the B.A.R. She 
said that after the arrest there 
was an eerie silence in the 
plane, as passengers became 
aware that something terribly 
wrong had occurred. She 
tried to discuss the arrest 
with three attendants in the 
galley and was shocked by 
their attitude. “They couldn’t 
have been ruder or more de¬ 
tached,” said Robinson. 
“There wasn’t an ounce of 
sensitivity among them.” 

Although American Air¬ 
lines maintains that it acted in 
the best interests of Timothy 
Holless, there remain several 
disturbing unanswered ques¬ 
tions. Most significantly, what 
happened to Timothy Hol¬ 
less? American did not follow 
up on Holless’s whereabouts 
or the state of his health. 
Twenty-four hours after 
American Airlines had Hol¬ 
less physically dragged from 
their plane, Mary Frances Fa¬ 
gan did not know if he had 
been arrested, hospitalized, 
housed in Chicago or if he 
had flown home. 

Unclear policy 

The specifics of Ameri¬ 
can’s policy concerning open 
wounds and IVs are unclear. 
Robinson had flown with 
Holless on an American Air¬ 
lines flight from Columbus, 
Ohio earlier that day. She de¬ 
scribed the atmosphere on 
that flight as friendly. “Flight 
attendants were very kind to 
Mr. Holless and he was just 
fine,” said Robinson. She did 
not witness any discussion or 
concern about open wounds. 
Loulan is concerned that the 
determination of open 
wounds and the definition of 
an IV was, at best, arbitrary. 
“I observed Mr. Holless giv¬ 
ing himself an infusion, plas¬ 
tic to plastic, through an im¬ 
planted catheter. There were 
no needles and that is not an 
IV.” 

In April of this year, Amer¬ 
ican Airlines was at the cen¬ 
ter of another HIV-related 
controversy, after the March 
on Washington. An American 
Airlines employee issued an 
internal memo asking for a 
complete change of blankets 



American Airlines 

and pillows on a flight be¬ 
cause gay rights activists had 
been on board. When that 
memo was leaked to the me¬ 
dia, American was forced to 
publicly apologize. In that 


apology, CEO R.L. Crandall 
wrote, “...we have taken a 
very pro-active position to¬ 
wards training our ground 
and in-flight people to re¬ 
spond with sensitivity and un¬ 
derstanding to situations that 
might involve contact with 
disease-causing agents like 
Hepatitis B and HIV.” 

That having been so elo¬ 
quently said, one can only 
wonder what might have hap¬ 
pened to Timothy Holless if 
he hadn’t been treated with 
sensitivity and understan¬ 
ding. ▼

"Thoughtful" Court of Appeals 
Hears Gay Marriage Case in D.C.

WASHINGTON - Craig 
Dean and Patrick Gill took 
their long-standing quest for a 
marriage license to the DG 
Court of Appeals for oral ar¬ 
guments on November 2. 
Now entering its third year, 
their fight is the nation’s 
longest ongoing legal chal¬ 
lenge to laws that do not al¬ 
low lesbian and gay couples 
to marry. 

The pair filed suit in 
November 1990 after the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia Marriage 
License Bureau denied them 
a license to marry each other. 
They lost that first round in 
December of last year, when 
D.C. Superior Court Judge 
Shellie Bowers ruled against 
them, citing religious doctrine 
and Judeo-Christian tradition 
as his basis for saying that 
“any change in the definition 
[of marriage] must come from 
the legislature, not this court.” 

Many felt that Bowers had 
interjected his own religious 
views into the decision, going 
far beyond the facts argued at 
the trial. That interpretation 
was reflected at the appellate 
level where neither party, in 
written or oral arguments, 
and none of the three judges 
on the panel, mentioned the 
religious justifications. 


Three points in favor 

As the couple’s case was 
presented by Georgetown 
University law professor 
William Eskridge, three 
points were central: 

First, the marriage act as 
written did not preclude the 
issuing of a license to same- 
sex couples; as it stands, it is 
gender-neutral, reading “mar¬ 
riage between two persons.” 

A series of amendments in 
1976 and 1982 had updated 
and transformed the marriage 
act, reflecting changes in soci¬ 
ety. The only area that sur¬ 
vived with gender intact was 
the consanguinity provision, 
which limited the marriage of 
close relatives (to constrain 
the effects of genetic inbreed¬ 
ing). The gender-specific lan¬ 
guage remained because the 
District felt it had a com¬ 
pelling interest to do so. Cov¬ 
erage of gay and lesbian mar¬ 
riages seemed a logical evolu¬ 
tion of this act. 

James McKay, attorney for 
the D.C. Corporate Council 
(as the city is known in such 
cases), argued an essentially 
circular definitional case, that 
the marriage law had origi¬ 
nally been written as man- 
woman, and that gender neu¬ 
trality did not change this. It 
was his sole argument, which 
he repeated often. 

His was a strict construc¬ 
tionist approach, that it was 
not the explicit intent of the 
city council to allow same-sex 
marriages when it amended 
the Marriage Act. McKay cit¬ 
ed the fact that one member 
of the council introduced, and 
then withdrew, a same-sex 
marriage provision in the 
1970s, and reminded the court 
that the council could always 
pass a law allowing same-sex 
marriages if it chose to do so. 

Eskridge countered with a 
loose constructionist ap¬ 
proach: had it meant to pre¬ 
clude same-sex marriages, the 
council could have main¬ 
tained the language of the 


marriage act that referred to 
“man” and “woman” — as is 
still the case in the neighbor¬ 
ing states of Maryland and 
Virginia. 

Judge Ferren broached the 
question, “Must they find that 
the council had intent when 
writing broad language? Or 
did they allow for things they 
may not have foreseen?” He 
seemed to imply support for 
the latter perspective. 

Point two 

The second point Eskridge 
made was even stronger: the 
District government, in refus¬ 
ing to issue Dean and Gill a 
marriage license, was discrim¬ 
inating against them, both on

the basis of their sexual orien¬ 
tation and their sex, because 
“one of them was not a wom¬ 
an.” This, Erskine argued, 
was a violation of the Human 
Rights Act (HRA). 

To a question from Judge 
Ferren — whether refusal to 
issue a marriage license to 
gays and lesbians was dis¬ 
crimination — McKay re¬ 
sponded, “No. If we deny a 
homosexual [male] the right 
to marry a woman, that 
would be discrimination.” But 
refusing marriage to same-sex 
couples is not discrimination 
because they “are incapable” 
of marriage by definition of 
the word. 

Eskridge reminded the 
court that the HRA was, in ef¬ 
fect, a “super statute” that su¬ 
perseded and amended all 
other laws in effect at the 
time. The council had explic¬ 
itly stated as much in the leg¬ 
islative history of the act and 
the Court of Appeals had so 
ruled in earlier decisions. The 
council took that action be¬ 
cause the District is not a 
state and lacks state constitu¬ 
tional guarantees of individu¬ 
al rights common to every 
other jurisdiction. 


McKay asserted that the 
HRA was just another gener¬ 
al law: as such, it must yield 
to specific laws such as the 
Marriage Act. His argument 
ignored the legislative history 
of the HRA. 

The judges were aware of 
that history; in fact, it was the 
same Court of Appeals that 
had affirmed the position out¬ 
lined by Eskridge in one of 
its earlier decisions. The 
judges did not seem inclined 
to reverse themselves based 
on McKay’s arguments. Judge 
Ferren stated that D.C.’s 
HRA “was probably the 
broadest in the country” and 
queried, “Why wouldn’t some¬ 
body reading it say that gay 
marriages are allowable?” 

McKay’s only response 
was to go back to his defini¬ 
tion of marriage. 


Point three 

The third major grounds 
for the appeal were constitu¬ 
tional. The “freedom to mar¬ 
ry” has “long been recognized 
as one of the vital personal 
rights essential to the orderly 
pursuit of happiness by free 
men,” the U.S. Supreme 
Court established in its opin¬ 
ion regarding the case of Lov¬ 
ing v. Virginia. That 1967 
case struck down the state 
law barring interracial mar¬ 
riages, on grounds that it de¬ 
prived the affected individu¬ 
als of liberty, without due 
process or equal protection of 
law. 

Eskridge asked that the 
judges to “upset a parallel dis¬ 
criminating mind set” and a 
parallel structure of classifica¬ 
tion that discriminates just as 
much against lesbians and 
gays as the law did against 
blacks and whites who want¬ 
ed to marry, until overturned 
by the Loving decision. 

He also cited Turner v. 
Safley, a 1987 Supreme 
Court decision that struck 
down a law prohibiting pris¬ 
oners to marry. The Court 
wrote that the goals of mar¬ 
riage were emotional compan¬ 
ionship, interpersonal com¬ 
mitment, physical and spiritu¬ 
al fulfillment, and a pre-condi¬ 
tion to access to certain bene¬ 
fits, and that it carried with it 
an implied expectation of con¬ 
summation, but not of procre¬ 
ation. He argued that these 
goals were equally valid for 
same-sex marriages as for 
those between opposite sexes. 

The Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund, in 
an amicus brief, questioned 
whether “the state, without 
compelling justification be¬ 
yond the invocation of past 
discrimination, [can] impose a 
‘definitional’ restriction that 
burdens the fundamental 
right to marry possessed by 
every individual.” 

McKay again fell back on 
the existing definition of mar¬ 
riage as not explicitly 
including same-sex partners, 
and raised the 1986 U.S. 
Supreme Court Bowers v. 
Hardwickdecision to buttress 
his argument that there is no 
fundamental right for two 
persons of the same sex to 
marry. Hardwick is the infa¬ 
mous Georgia sodomy case 
that is anathema to most gay 
rights and human rights advo¬ 
cates.

MCC Pastor Helps 
Gay Hawaiians Get Wed

On Friday, October 29, 
Maggie Tanis took time off 
from her regular duties as 
pastor of the Metropolitan 
Community Church (MCC) in 
Honolulu, to attend a very im¬ 
portant hearing at the Hawaii 
State Legislature. The Judicia¬ 
ry Committee was gathering 
public testimony about the is¬ 
sue of same-sex marriage. 
Like others involved with the 
Hawaii Equal Rights Mar¬ 
riage Project (HERMP), Tanis 
has had her hands full lately 
trying to educate lawmakers, 
as well as the general public, 
about gay, lebian, and bisexual 
rights, specifically about the 
significance of same-sex mar¬ 
riage. The Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee received more than 500 
testimonies that day, and from 
initial indications, those who 
favored same-sex marriage 
out-numbered those who were 
against it. 

HERMP is a non-profit 
group dedicated to every per¬ 
son’s right to choose where 
they work, live, and learn and 
whom they love — regardless 
of their gender. It was an off¬ 
shoot of the May 1993 ruling 
of the Hawaii Supreme 
Court, declaring the prohibi¬ 
tion of same-sex marriages il¬ 
legal under the Hawaii State 
Constitution because it dis¬ 
criminates on the basis of 
gender. 

Hailed as a victory for all 
people wishing to end gender-

Oral for two hours 

The oral arguments, pri¬ 
marily centered around ques¬ 
tions from the judges, lasted 
more than two hours — twice 
the normal time — and reflect¬ 
ed the importance of the case 
to the judges. All three were 
well prepared and asked 
thoughtful, probing questions. 

After the hearing, Es¬ 
kridge said that he thought 
the judges had “all changed 
their minds” on what were 
the key issues, what they 
thought about those issues, 
and what the impact was on 
the lives of gay people. 

Now, he says, much of the 
case comes down to the 
rather complex question of 
what is marriage, and how 
open the judges will be to 
overcoming the traditional 
prejudices against including 
same sex unions into that def¬ 
inition. It was impossible for 
him to predict how the pan¬ 
el’s decision would read when 
it comes down. No decision is 
likely until late next year. 

Eskridge lamented the “de¬ 
cision by [Mayor Sharon 
Pratt] Kelly and [Corporate 
Counsel John] Payton to bash 
gays and lesbians” by citing 
the Bowers decision. He at¬ 
tacked positions taken by the 
government, calling them “ex¬ 
traordinarily hostile to wom¬ 
en and gays and lesbians in 
particular” because the argu¬ 
ments they used would gut 
the Human Rights Act if 
adopted by the court. 


case filed by three same-sex 
couple in 1990, now requires 
the state to prove a “com¬ 
pelling state interest” for up¬ 
holding the prohibition 
against same-sex marriage. As 
noted by the couples’ attor¬ 
ney, Dan Foley, it is highly 
unlikely that the state will be 
able to show the necessary in¬ 
terest to justify continuing the 
discrimination. 

Fundies step up pressure 

Despite a generally opti¬ 
mistic view about Hawaii be¬ 
coming the first state in the 
country to recognize the 
rights of same-sex couples to 
marry, fundamentalists and 
other opponents of this equal 
rights issue have begun to 
pressure legislators to amend 
that part of the Hawaii Con¬ 
stitution which prohibits gen¬ 
der-based discrimination. And 
HERMP is not taking any 
chances. Aside from financial¬ 
ly supporting the court case 
(Baehr v. Lewin ) that result¬ 
ed in the historic ruling in fa¬ 
vor of same-sex marriage, 
HERMP is also involved in a 
massive education and out¬ 
reach campaign to encourage 
Hawaii citizens to be vocal 
about their support for the 
court ruling. 

Tanis told the B.A.R. that 
while it appears that many 
citizens are undecided about 
whether or not to support the 
issue of same-sex marriage, 
she believes that this is reflec¬ 
tive of some “wait and see” at¬ 
titude on their part. Citing 
Hawaii’s tourist industpr as a 
case in point, Tanis said that 
residents would probably 


Local gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists have been fuming over 
the position and the argu¬ 
ments taken by the District 
government from the start of 
this lawsuit. 

“It’s a policy decision by the 
Kelly administration that it is 
willing to gut the Human 
Rights Act to stop gay mar¬ 
riages,” said Don Haines, a 
board member of Gay and 
Lesbian Attorneys of Washing¬ 
ton (GAYLAW), and the 
group’s coordinator on this is¬ 
sue. He and others have been 
in repeated communication 
with the administration to ex¬ 
press their concerns. 

Haines detailed his findings 
in a four-page memo, “Sum¬ 
mary of Attacks on the Hu¬ 
man Rights Act and Gay Peo¬ 
ple Made by the Kelly Admin¬ 
istration During Oral Argu¬ 
ments on the Dean Case,” 
which he handed out the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

He chastised the Kelly ad¬ 
ministration for undercutting 
the HRA in three ways: 

1. For not being willing to 
concede that the Marriage Bu¬ 
reau is a public accommoda¬ 
tion subject to the HRA, even 
though the Human Rights 
Commission had ruled that it 
was; 

2. For making the claim 
that the HRA is a general 
statute which must yield to the 
specific, a position clearly at 
odds with the legislative re¬ 
port by the council; and 

3. By arguing that a dis¬ 
criminatory act is prohibited 
by the HRA only if it is specif¬ 
ically mentioned in that act, 
again, is completely contrary 
to the legislative intent. ▼ 


want to know what the ef¬ 
fects of a same-sex marriage 
law would have on the num¬ 
ber of tourists coming to visit 
the state. It may lead funda¬ 
mentalists to stay away from 
Hawaii, but then again, it 
could attract more gay and 
lesbian tourists, according to 
Tanis. From her association 
with other churches in Hon¬ 
olulu, the MCC pastor was 
confident in saying that it is 
probably “not true that all 
Christian churches in Hawaii 
are against the issue of same 
sex marriage.” 

Tanis also said that while 
currently, there are no legal 
impediments to gay and les¬ 
bian couples adopting chil¬ 
dren, the legalization of same- 
sex marriage would mean an 
end to the denial of over a 
hundred legal rights associat¬ 
ed with state-recognized mar¬ 
riage. The HERMP, however, 
sees a long and complicated 
battle before it can finally re¬ 
alize its goals. The battle is 
pending in the courts, and it 
may just move over to the 
state legislature as early as 
next January when it recon¬ 
venes for its regular session.

D uring my last major 
OI (Opportunistic 
Infection), I fell into 
the morbid habit of 
obsessing over the daily 
news.

habit promptly lapsed; now 
the mere mention of NAFTA 
or Bosnia sends me into a 
River Phoenix-style narcolep¬ 
tic fit. Nonetheless, the prolif¬ 
eration of fresh dirt tossed up 
by the media this past week 
hooked even my jaded atten¬ 
tion. 

At the top of the list has to 
be the latest Michael Jackson 
revelations; at long last the 
other shoe has dropped. Jack- 
son canceled his “Dangerous” 
Tour (which seems to have 
gone “Bad”) rather than set 
foot in Puerto Rico, the first 
US soil (albeit “Common¬ 
wealth” rather than state) he 
was scheduled to hit since his 
child molestation investiga¬ 
tion began three months ago. 
In particular, he seems to 
have feared a strip-search that 


would’ve allowed authorities 
to inspect his genitals. Jack¬ 
son’s accuser claims that he 
can identify certain unique 
features of the pop star’s dick. 

The media, having gone 
this far, refuses to speculate 
on exactly what these unique 
features might be (you could 
say they’re prickteasing). 

Liz to the rescue 

Jackson fled to either 
France, Switzerland, or Lon¬ 
don — depending on whether 
you believe Hard Copy, A 
Current Affair, or the New 
York Times — on Liz Tay¬ 
lor’s chartered jet. His 
lawyers claim that he’s seek¬ 
ing intensive treatment for 
prescription drug abuse, 
brought on by the stress of 
the “extortion attempt,” but 
some wonder if he isn’t actu¬ 
ally getting plastic surgery to 
obscure the incriminating fea¬ 
ture^). 

Pepsi, a billion-dollar Jack- 
son sponsor that counted on 
him to deliver the pre-teen 
market, responded to the 
tour’s sudden demise by can¬ 
celing his contract for good, 
obviously glad to dump him 
without having to use the 
“morals” clause. He’d already 
lost an arrangement to do the 
theme song for the coming 
movie Addams Family Val¬ 
ues. 

Michael’s lawyers say he’ll 
be back in the U.S. in six 
weeks, but many suspect 


he’ll stay in Switzerland — a 
country known to be friendly 
to rich refugees. I’m still wait¬ 
ing for some visual data on 
the Jackson Genital Deformi¬ 
ty (if deformity it be): it cer¬ 
tainly promises to be more in¬ 
teresting than those schemat¬ 
ics of Ronald Reagan’s or 
Jesse Helm’s prostate glands. 

Jackson isn’t the only high- 
profile alleged pedophile in 
the national news; recent 
child molestation charges 
have tainted the saintly Cardi¬ 
nal Joseph Bernardin of 
Chicago. The Cardinal’s ac¬ 
cuser, who is suing the 
Catholic Church for $10 mil¬ 
lion, claims to have been mo¬ 
lested over 15 years ago, but 
only remembered it recently. 


Isn’t it amazing how the pros¬ 
pect of a big payoff can stim¬ 
ulate those repressed memo¬ 
ries? His charges against 
Bernardin sound pretty weak; 
it looks like he has a good 
case against a lesser priest 
and threw in the accusations 
against the Cardinal to gener¬ 
ate media attention and up 
the ante (rather successfully, 
we might add.) 

The Cardinal’s (alleged) 
Sins were publicized just one 
day before he addressed a na¬ 
tional conclave of bishops 
gathered to discuss the 
Church’s commitment to the 
sanctity of marriage and, inci¬ 
dentally, address the snow¬ 
balling number of child mo¬ 
lestation lawsuits being filed 
against priests. At least 
Bernardin hasn’t fled to 
Switzerland or to Vatican 
City (which also lacks a com¬ 
prehensive extradition treaty 
with the US). 

In unrelated Catholic news, 
the Pope fractured his collar¬ 
bone when he tripped on the 
hem of his robe (on his way 
to a press conference de¬ 
nouncing abortion). See what 
happens when straight men 
try to do drag? 


Lying, cheating, etc. 

Michael Jackson’s biomed¬ 
ical counterpart, Dr. Robert 
Gallo, was doubtless relieved 
to hear that official scientific 
misconduct charges against 
him are being dropped. It’s 
not that anyone doubts that 
he stole “his” copy of the 
AIDS virus from his mentor, 
Luc Montainger of France, or 
that he seriously delayed the 
development of the HIV test 
in his (successful) efforts to 
extort a share of the patent 
money. The problem is that 
such behavior is well accept¬ 
ed as standard, ethical, and al¬ 
lowable by the research com¬ 
munity. 

Lying, cheating, stealing, 
and bullying are nowadays 
considered acceptable, if not 
essential, research practices. 
They don’t usually yield good 
therapies, but they often pro¬ 
duce a comfortable profit. 

Medical ethics also figured 
in the recent fialuridine disas¬ 
ter. The FDA had to step in 
to shut down the trial of this 
experimental hepatitis drug 
after nearly half the patients 
died from its side effects. The 
researchers initially ignored 
subjects’ complaints that the 
therapy was killing them, and 
after their deaths attributed 
the problems to other condi¬ 
tions and/or treatments, at¬ 
tempting to conceal their fatal 
miscalculations. They won’t 


get punished, either, but their 
slipshod regulators are insist¬ 
ing on better-written “in¬ 
formed consent” contracts in 
the future, to lessen investiga¬ 
tor liability. 

Other medical news in¬ 
cluded a flurry of recent stud¬ 
ies showing the failure of 
most of the candidate vac¬ 
cines for HIV: it turns out 
they only work against labo¬ 
ratory strains of the virus and 
are shrugged off by “wild” 
strains. Oops! 

The local scene 

In local news, a San Fran¬ 
ciscan PWA was dragged off 
an American Airlines plane, 
literally kicking and scream¬ 
ing, when he refused to con¬ 
ceal his KS lesions (although 
not mentioned in the volumi¬ 
nous media coverage, these 
sores have absolutely no po¬ 
tential to transmit AIDS or 
any other disease). I’ve always 
said that air travel is danger¬ 
ous for HIVers, but I was 
thinking more of poor air cir¬ 
culation and respiratory ill¬ 
ness than discrimination and 
assault. 

He’d have an excellent 
lawsuit against American if 
he chooses to pursue it. Air¬ 
lines have recently lost a 
number of cases where they 
attempted to restrict or re¬ 
move passengers. A 300- 
pound woman, who was 
kicked off a flight when she 
refused to purchase an extra 
seat to accommodate her 
bulk, and a couple with Tour- 
ette’s syndrome (a disease 
whose victims suffer an un¬ 
controllable urge to scream 
obscenities) who were forci¬ 
bly ejected from a plane, won 
substantial judgments to com¬ 
pensate them for their violat¬ 
ed rights and public humilia¬ 
tion. 

Finally, closest to home, lo¬ 
cal city authorities and muck¬ 
raking journalists have re¬ 
vived their semi-annual cam¬ 
paign to close down the gay 
sex clubs. Do some gay men 
have unsafe sex? No doubt; 
but so does a relatively much 
higher proportion of Catholic 
priests, yet you don’t see 
KRON sending its mini-cams 
to search it out in the bath¬ 
rooms of the Archdiocese of¬ 
fices. Most likely this latest ef¬ 
fort is intended as a pre-emp¬ 
tive strike against the ru¬ 
mored reopening of a bath¬ 
house in San Francisco. Or 
maybe the cops are tired of 
harassing the homeless and 
want to get back to harassing 
the homos. At least it makes 
for racier reading than Trade 
agreements or Balkan atroci¬ 
ties! ▼ 


New Studies Now Open 

U-87 is a member of a new class of drug 
active against HIV called non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitors. All 
enrollees will take AZT along with either 
U-87 600 mg., 200 mg. or placebo. 
Enrollees must have T-Cells between 50 and 
350 and must currently be on AZT. 
Enrollees receive free clinic visits, free drug 
including AZT and free blood tests. The 
study lasts one year.

IL2 (interleukin 2 or PEG-IL2) is a substance 
the body produces naturally. A genetically 
engineered version has been modified to 
last longer and is thought to suppress HIV 
by stimulation of CD8 cells.

Flu like symptoms 
sometimes occur. Enrollees must have T-

Left out of the Rainbow

N ew York City’s new 
Schools Chancellor, 
Ramon Cortines (a 
former San Francisco 
schools chief), has announced 
his intention to remove lesbian 
and gay content from the 
“Children of the Rainbow” 
curriculum. Cortines defended 
his proposed plan by saying 
that he “doesn’t believe that 
lifestyle should be taught.” 

The multicultural “Children 
of the Rainbow” curriculum 
includes a broad range re¬ 
sources that can be used to 
promote a greater awareness 
of, and respect for, diversity. 
The study guide urges teach¬ 
ers to help young children un¬ 
derstand that lesbians and 
gays are “real people to be re¬ 
spected and appreciated.” The 
lesbian and gay content of the 
curriculum has been the focus 
of attacks waged by the usual 
array of fundamentalist hate 
squads, who have already suc¬ 
ceeded in weakening the doc¬ 
ument (for example, refer¬ 
ences to “lesbian/gay families” 
were replaced with the phrase 
“same gender couples”). 

By censoring fair and accu¬ 
rate information about homo¬ 
sexuality, Cortines would re¬ 
place a curriculum of under¬ 
standing with a curriculum of 
hate. Such censorship* actively 
promotes homophobia, which 
can only thrive in an atmo¬ 
sphere of deep ignorance. 

New York City is still one 
of a very few school systems 
in the nation that supports an 
inclusive affirmative curricu¬ 
lum that allows teachers to re¬ 
fer to refer to lesbians and 
gays in all curricular areas, 
and as early as the first or sec¬ 
ond grade. Striking lesbian 
and gay content from the 
“Children of the Rainbow” 
curriculum would strike a 
blow against educational equi¬ 
ty efforts throughout the na¬ 
tion.

Risky Sex Continues 
Among Straights, Too

The first major sex survey of American adults since the 
Kinsey report of 1948 finds risky behavior prevails — even in 
the age of AIDS. Of more than 2,000 adults questioned, 90 per¬ 
cent reported making love in the previous five years. Most did 
not use a condom regularly, and the majority expressed little 
or no fear of getting AIDS. 

Head researcher Barbara Leigh of the University of Wash¬ 
ington said the study was of great social and public health im¬ 
portance because of the high rates of AIDS, other sexually 
transmitted diseases, and unwanted pregnancies. She said the 
information used by most researchers now is more than 40 
years old, out of date and out of touch. ▼ 



Concord Voters: 
Mashore No More

Incumbent Concord City 
Council member and right 
wing fundamentalist pastor, 
the Reverend Lloyd Mashore, 
was soundly defeated in his 
bid for re-election to the post 
on November 2. 

Mashore, the head of Con¬ 
cord Christian Center and a 
supporter of the Traditional 
Values Coalition, had been 
the focus of considerable con¬ 
troversy in recent years for 
his anti-gay views and for 
spearheading a repeal of anti- 
discrimination protections in 
the East Bay town. 

Mashore’s 1989 election 
was challenged by opponents 
who charged that he did not 
reside legally at the Concord 
address he had used to regis¬ 
ter, but his election was up¬ 
held by the State Supreme 
Court. 

A subsequent boycott and 
national publicity about the 
anti-gay climate reportedly 
cost the city hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in con¬ 
vention business. 

Gil Block, a San Francisco 
gay man, ran for a seat on the 
council in drag. Block was 
charged and convicted of elec¬ 
tion fraud, but the conviction 
was later discharged. 

Mashore came in sixth of 
nine candidates, and received 
only 6,680 votes. Concord has 
63,652 registered voters but 
only 42 percent (26,858) 
turned out for the election. ▼

Gay Rage Takes Center Stage at Center for the Arts 

Silence=Death 


by Mark Freeman 

H omosexual men, 
conveniently, have 
always been viewed 
as sissified, passive 
and abject. Then how do 
works of art deal with us 
when we are enraged, when 
we choose not to disguise our 
pain, when we can no longer 
control our anger, confusion 
and grief? 


There is a long precedent 
for such “gay” stories. Babylo¬ 
nian society was built around 
the myth of King Gilgamesh 
and his anguished pursuit of 
his hairy lover Enkidu into 
the underworld. The Hebrew 
hero (and Jesus’ direct ances¬ 
tor) David was a psalmsinger 
who went up against a giant 
and shared a love for 
Jonathan “that surpasseth the 
love of women.” Then, of 


course, there was Alexander’s 
undying grief for the loss of 
his boyhood love Hephaes- 
teon — a bit of gay history 
which got left out of the 
Richard Burton film version. 
And more recently, there is 
Hong Kong’s Farewell, My 
Concubine. Our pain, though 
often masked, is a recurrent 
theme in the world epic, and 
continues to be a resource for

Criminal 

Genius 


Genet, A Biography 
by Edmund White; 

Knopf, $35 

by Roberto Friedman 

J ean Genet remains the 
most astonishing writer 
of our time, seven years 
after his death. Aban¬ 
doned by his mother at 
one year old, he grew into a 
life of petty crime, 
vagabondry across Europe, 
flights from the army and po¬ 
lice, prostitution and chronic 
incarceration. Still, while in

prison he managed to com¬ 
pose Our Lady of the Flow¬ 
ers, an extraordinary poetic 
meditation on homosexual de¬ 
sire and criminal culture. He 
would go on to produce four 
more lyrical novels, each one 
more scandalous than the last, 
and later turn to the theatre, 
where he revolutionized mod¬ 
ern drama with his great 
plays, such as The Blacks 
and The Balcony, rooted in 
the power of ritual and myth. 
After a long silence, Genet 
wrote a powerful account of 
his life among two downtrod¬ 
den all-male societies, the 
Black Panthers and the Pales¬ 
tinian feyadeen. Published af¬ 
ter his death in 1987, Prison¬ 
er of Love was a last hurrah. 

As remarkable as Genet’s 


output was his life, which gay 
novelist Edmund White has 
now committed to posterity 
with his monumental Genet: 
A Biography, which took its 
author seven years to re¬ 
search and write. A definite 
doorstop of a book at 728 
pages, White’s study is a ma¬ 
jor contribution to literature. 
Already a legend here as in 
his native France, Genet will 
now be better understood, as 
author and as man, in the En¬ 
glish-speaking world. 

Spiritual Chameleon 

The usual difficulties of re¬ 
constructing a life were com¬ 
pounded for White in the case 
of Jean Genet: “He was a 
criminal and had a criminal 
mentality, that is, he was al¬ 
ways evading detection.” All 
his life Genet put up a smoke¬ 
screen of lies and distortions, 
falsifying chronology or bio¬ 
graphical data to journalists, 
often magnifying the extent 
of his crimes. White’s achieve¬ 
ment is thus all the more re¬ 
markable. Appropriately, 
Genet’s life is examined on 
his own terms, of poetry and 
the criminal mind. Genet was 
no saint, as Jean-Paul Sartre 
dubbed him (intending irony) 
in his landmark philosophical 
treatise, but he was resolute¬ 
ly anti-materialistic and con¬ 
temptuous of bourgeois val¬ 
ues and comforts. He himself 
pointed out that bourgeois lit-

Pulling Woodies 


Pinocchio Queerified 


by Jim Provenzano 

I n Pinocchio the Big Fag, 
currently at Kiki 
Gallery, LA visual artist 
Keith Mayerson has 
queerified another children’s 
classic, resulting in a remark¬ 
ably subversive take on the 
story of a puppet who wants 
to be a boy. 

“I’ve done a lot of work 
with children’s books,” said 
Mayerson in a recent inter¬ 
view with B. A.R. “This was 
something for me to take a 
children’s book and expose 
the sort of apparatus that in¬ 
scribes repressive ideologies. 
It’s really about this puppet 
who follows pleasure all his 
life. In order to become a real 
boy, he has to follow all the 
rules. It’s not really about the 
movie. It’s about patriarchy.” 

Daddy Dearest 
Beginning with the father 
figure in the tale, Mayerson 
outs Gheppetto as an onanistic, 
frustated shopkeeper who des¬ 
perately wants a boy to relieve 
his loneliness. But while 
that part of the story may 
be obviously homo- 
esque, Mayerson 
pushes the tale full 
tilt. Pinocchio’s 
adventures are 
revealed as a sex¬ 
ual awakening. 

Mayerson, a 1 
graduate of 
Brown University, 
used to draw car¬ 
toons for his school 
paper. He tried work¬ 
ing in mainstream anima¬ 
tion, but couldn’t stand 
the repetitious devotion an 
artist must apply to an art form 
that is generally dismissed as 
pop entertainment. 

Pinocchio unfolds sequen¬ 
tially on three walls of the 
gallery space. As a whole, the 
exhibit explores a wide range 
of styles and techniques, from 
Daumier political drawings 
(Jesse Helms as a naked 
masturbating judge handing 
down a sentence on the young 
puppet), to more colorful ink 
and watercolor scenes. A bird 
with Montgomery Clift’s head 
(post-car wreck) hovers over 
the moonlit cliff where Pinoc¬ 
chio has his first big fall. Other 
variations include intricately 
ornamented poems for songs, 
portraits and animation cells. 
Mayerson mentioned that he 
wanted to create a sense that 
this story was being retold, its 
pieces perhaps collected 
through the ages by some 
biblio-homophile. The impli¬ 
cation of age both parodies and 
pays homage to the world of ar¬ 
tifact, the homosexual bits and 
pieces of our lost and erased 
history. 

Glamorous Makeovers 

Other pivotal characters in 
the tale are reconfigured 
through a Hollywood lens. 
Mayerson sexualizes Jiminy, 
his “conscience” as Hegemony 
the Cricket, a cruising fag. 


Monstro the Whale becomes 
a rotund boy-loving gentle- 
queen. “You say you’re how 
old?” asks the whale posing 
on shore, ready to eat him up. 

Jodie Foster is cast as the 
Blue Fairy, a lesbian feminist 
theorist “who educates them 
in the ways of the world.” 
This is deftly illustrated with 
Foster/Fairy sitting down 
with the puppet, forcing him 
to drink knowledge while 
graphs and charts comparing 
pop icons with classic gay au¬ 
thors fly about in the air. 

Along his journeys, Pinoc¬ 
chio has to find love, and he 
does in the form of Lamp- 
wick, the boy who leads him 
to Playland, where all boys 
eventually turn into donkeys. 
In Mayerson’s tale, Lampwick 
is played by Keanu Reeves. 
They both grow donkey ears. 
He tells his father of his new¬ 
found identity in a drawing 
that combines the look of A 


Pinocchio gets a makeover. 

Midsummer Night’s Dream’s 
Bottom with the shouting 
bravado of a Queer National. 
“And then he becomes a real 
queer boy,” said Mayerson, 
wary of considering this as a 
moment of resolve. His tale 
evokes a musical, with its 
false happy ending, but the 
variations on morality under¬ 
mine the myth. 

Although one wall features 
animation cells from “the 
movie that never happened,” 
Mayerson doesn’t consider his 
work as “appropriating Dis¬ 
ney,” since Disney appropriat¬ 
ed the story themselves, turn¬ 
ing a skinny horny stick crea¬ 
ture into a non-sexual pre- 
pubescent cherub. He recalls 
the older version, which is 
more akin to the traditional 
fairy tale as each character 
possesses their own violent 
edge. Let the lewd truth be 
told, it says. Pinocchio was 
one of us.V

The Annals of Queerdom

Last Friday, KTVU’s 
Mornings on Two made 
Fox’s expose on San Francis¬ 
co sex clubs their main story 
(the expose aired on Fox’s 
Front Page news magazine 
Saturday night). That is, they 
made one side of it their main 
story. They showed “hidden 
camera” footage that made 
the clubs’ patrons look like 
crack dealers under surveil¬ 
lance, and reporter Steve 
McPartlin clucked it up 
with the Fox reporter who 
did the Front Page story — 
her conclusion was that the 
clubs are open only because 
politicians lack the gumption 
to take on the gay community 
and close them. There was no 
attempt at “balance”; nobody 
from the sex clubs or any gay 
community representatives 
appeared. The only person 
Mornings on Two asked for 
his opinion was conservative 
politician Quentin Kopp, 
who of course said close ’em 
down! The only time re¬ 
porters don’t need to give the 
opposition equal time is when 
you’re talking about crimi¬ 
nals; the implication of Morn¬ 
ings on Two’s coverage was 
that sex club patrons are 
criminals.

Trying to be more bal¬ 
anced than they’d been, I 
called KTVU to ask about the 
segment. I was informed that 
they were busy planning the 
next week’s series in New 
York and that they’d leave a 
message for that segment’s 
producer. At press time, no¬ 
body had called me back. Os¬ 
tensibly about the spread of 
HIV among young gay men, 
this segment was really just 
an excuse to air lurid footage. 
TV station KRON also did a 
series on unsafe sex this 
week, which they luridly la¬ 
beled “Sexual Suicide.” Why 
all this interest all of a sudden 
in something that’s been go¬ 
ing on for some time? Boys 
and girls, can you say 
“November Sweeps”? 

The whole piece, aired on 
Front Page, was better. They 
disguised the faces of the pa¬ 
trons in the hidden camera 
footage — which Mornings on 
Two had not bothered to do. 
While they didn’t interview 
anybody from the clubs, they 
did at least get a form of com¬ 
munity response from the 
AIDS Foundation and the 
City’s AIDS Office. Local me¬ 
dia maven Mike Everaert 
was interviewed, and his pub¬ 
lication Odyssey was billed 
as a magazine “devoted” to 
spreading the safe sex mes¬ 
sage. Did anyone at Front 
Page actually read Odyssey 
before describing it? The last 
issue featured a story about 
smoking crack during a ride 
to the Russian River, fol-

lowed by a marathon drink¬ 
ing session; another columnist 
in the same issue chattily ad¬ 
vises against mixing GHB 
and alcohol. Heavy drinking 
and/or drugging walk hand in 
hand with unsafe sex, and if 
one wishes to advocate phar¬ 
maceutical indulgence, one 
.had better not also call one¬ 
self “devoted” to advocating 
safe sex. 

One private party has 
been terminated since the SF 
Coalition for Healthy Sex 
published its list of “unsafe” 
parties. The Uncut Club’s or¬ 
ganizer told Spunk that the 
“unified forces of statist op¬ 
pression orchestrated by the 
Coalition for Healthy Sex,” in 
the form of a “behavior mod¬ 
ification cultist” from the SF 
AIDS Foundation, had “in¬ 
vaded” the club. The Uncut 
Club parties were held at the 
organizer’s home, and accord¬ 
ing to Spunk, organizer Jer- 
ryjansen is “particularly an¬ 
gry because the Coalition was 
organized initially to work 
with commercial sex busi¬ 
nesses, and now has started 
inspecting private parties.” 
Jansen chose to stop holding 
the parties rather than run¬ 
ning them with what he 
termed “the authoritarian 
rigidity of a Catholic school.” 

That young movie actor 
who’s been making homopho¬ 
bic comments lately will soon 
regret them — he’s about to be 
outed in the tabloids. A 
source tells me that this actor 
“has been fagging around 
West Hollywood for years.” A 
hint: his current hit movie 
also stars a semi-closeted ac¬ 
tress.

Other Minds Festat Center for the Arts 

New Music Nirvana

T hese have been 
bumper crop days for 
those of us who thrive 
on new music and 
contemporary composition. 
The recent Other Minds festi¬ 
val brought a slew of com¬ 
posers to town after a retreat 
in the woods, courtesy of the 
Djerassi program in Wood- 
side. They reconvened for a 
mix of panel discussions, pre¬ 
views of works-in-progress, 
and concert performances at 
the new Center for the Arts 
Theatre in Yerba Buena. The 
luminaries included Philip 
Glass, performance artist 
Meredith Monk, and player 
piano maestro Conlon Nan- 
carrow, straight out of Mexi¬ 
co City. The scope of the fes¬ 
tival was broad enough to in¬ 
clude both sound sculptor and 
instrument inventor Trimpin 
and Foday Musa Suso, virtu¬ 
oso of the West African kora. 

Charles Amirkhanian, 
artistic director of Other 
Minds, welcomed audiences 
to performances at the Center 
for the Arts Theatre by re¬ 
marking that “we’ve long 
needed a hall of this size in 
San Francisco,” and indeed, it 
was pure auditory pleasure to 
hear live music in that inti¬ 
mate yet accommodating 
space. The acoustics were 
crystal clear, each sound, 
small or large, emanating dis¬ 
tinctly, ringing out. 

Paying Homage 

I came to pay homage to 
one of my heroes, composer 
Robert Ashley, whose 1984 
“opera for television,” Perfect 
Lives, continues to astonish 
and edify me ten years later. 
Ashley performed a new 
work, Empire, for voices and 
tape, with the vocal accompa¬ 
niment of Sam Ashley, 
Thomas Buckner, and Jacque¬ 
line Humbert. Using Ashley’s 
trademark format of extend¬ 
ed narrative amplified by vo¬ 
cal lines over ambient sound, 
Empire concerned the trajec¬ 
tory of capitalist enterprise as 
exemplified by the birth of 
tomato soup. Sort of the mu¬ 
sical equivalent of Warhol’s 
famous Campbell’s canvases, 
but unmistakably Ashley. 

Next came the very excel¬ 
lent baritone, Thomas Buck¬ 
ner, singing Ashley’s The Pro¬ 
ducer Speaks, with the self- 
described “pre-postmodern” 
composer accompanying on 
piano, taking a repetitive 
rhythm of blues chords 
through simple heartfelt 
changes. The story concerns 
an impresario’s travails ar¬ 
ranging a concert of two

American musicians in his na¬ 
tive France: “What we have 
to go through, just to hear 
some music!” The producer’s 
epiphany, his discovery that 
“I am not inadequate at all!” 
becomes a triumphant re¬ 
frain. The piece was a greatly 
satisfying wedding of words 
to music. 

That evening’s concert was 
rounded out by a perfor¬ 
mance by Jai Uttal and the 
Pagan Love Orchestra, a mu¬ 
sical conflagration of strings, 
brass, electric guitar and bass, 
sitar, percussion, squeezebox, 
and Uttal’s own Hindi incan¬ 
tations that, together, added 
up to something very much 
like aural sex. Given the hy¬ 
brid texture of Uttal’s world- 
jazz band, which at various 
points included mandolin, 
electric cello, gubgubbi, and 
soprano sax, the mix might 
have been dizzying, but the 
ensemble playing throughout 
was tight, from the driving 
percussion to the chime of Ut¬ 
tal’s finger gongs.

At a screening in the Fo¬ 
rum, Meredith Monk’s Ellis 
Island (1981) was a medita¬ 
tion on the famous immigrant 
gateway. Monk’s expressive 
music was as strong as any vi¬ 
suals. In a Peter Greenaway 
video portrait of Philip Glass, 
the composer acknowledged 
that “the idea that experimen¬ 
tal music could appeal to vast 
numbers of people is relative¬ 
ly new.” When The Philip 
Glass Ensemble began play¬ 
ing together in New York, it 
was often for an audience of 
six, “and two of them were 
friends, and one was my 
mother.” These days the 


Glass group could easily fill 
Yerba Buena’s 750-seat the¬ 
atre for a multiple engage¬ 
ment. 

Incredible List 

Two new releases from 
the recording industry should 
appeal to ears thirsty for new 
music. A Chance Operation, 
a tribute to John Cage, boasts 
an incredible list of contribu¬ 
tors, everyone from Laurie 
Anderson, Ashley, the Kronos 
Quartet, Monk, and Yoko 
Ono to David Van Tieghem 
and Frank Zappa. All pro¬ 
ceeds from its sales, on Koch 
International Classics, benefit 
the Gay Men’s Health Crisis. 
And the Kronos plays the mu¬ 
sic of local composer Bob Os- 
tertag on All the Rage (Elek- 
tra/Nonesuch), with proceeds 
benefiting the American 
Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search. 

Speaking of new music, it 
was refreshing to hear the 
San Francisco Symphony 
play Estonian mystic compos¬ 
er Arvo Part’s Cantus in 
Memory of Benjamin Britten 
in their subscription program 
a few weeks back. This was 
followed by Britten’s Sere¬ 
nade for Tenor Solo, Horn 
and Strings, which the mas¬ 


ter composer wrote expressly 
for his lover Peter Pears and 
dedicated to Edward 
Sackville-West, Vita’s brother. 

To his credit, program an¬ 
notator Michael Steinberg 
gave the piece’s gay angle its 
due during his pre-concert 
talk. Then again, given the re¬ 
cent publication of Humphrey 
Carpenter’s candid Britten bi¬ 
ography, it’s now impossible 
to gloss over the importance 
of Britten’s gay sensibility to 
his work. 

Too bad the music critics 
for both branches of the 
Hearst newspaper were so 
unkind to guest conductor 
Iona Brown, who often led 
the orchestra with her bow 
while playing violin in the 
concertmaster’s seat. For me, 
it was great to see the figure 
of the Great Conductor, more 
often than not an old white 
man, replaced by a woman 
who was also part of the play¬ 
ing group. And when Brown 
and principal viola Geraldine 
Walther wrapped up Mozart’s 
Sinfonia Concertante in E-flat 
Major by embracing, two tri¬ 
umphant women center stage, 
it mattered little that the com¬ 
position was over 200 years 
old. That’s new music to me. 
V

SFO's 'La Clemenza di Tito' 

The Doldrums 


by Paul Thomason 

T oward the end of the 
first act of Mozart’s 
La Clemenza di Tito, 
one of the characters, 
Sextus, has a long scene in 
which he berates himself be¬ 
cause he is about to kill his 
close friend and patron, the 
Roman Emperor Tito, only 
because the woman Sextus 
loves, Vitellia, says she will 
never look at him again un¬ 
less he kills the Emperor. 

“Unhappy Sextus! You a 
traitor! What a horrible name! 
And yet you hasten to de¬ 
serve it,” Sextus laments to 
himself. 

During this scene at the 
San Francisco Opera’s first 
performance of this opera se- 
ria two weeks ago, the decid¬ 
edly unlofty thought, “Some 
men will do anything to get 
laid,” kept recurring to me, in¬ 
dicative of the dramatically 
inept production Tito re¬ 
ceived (via the Houston 
Grand Opera and Scottish 
Opera.) Which is doubly un¬ 
fortunate because musically, 
with the exception of a mis¬ 
cast Vitellia, the performance 
was quite good. 

Tito was first performed 
on September 6, 1791 (only a 
few months before Mozart 
died) as part of the festivities 
surrounding the coronation in 
Prague of Leopold II as Em¬ 
peror of the Holy Roman 
Empire. The new Empress 
was not amused and called 


the work “a bit of German 
piggishness,” a sentiment all 
the court toadies hastened to 
echo. But once the royals had 
left Prague, Tito became a 
hit, and during the early part 
of the 1800s its high-mined 
sentiments made it one of 
Mozart’s most performed 
works. 

Tito (Titus Flavius Ves- 
pasianus) actually ruled the 
Roman Empire from 79 to 81 
A.D. and an opera based on 
his life could be an interesting 
affair. Before becoming em¬ 
peror he sacked Jerusalem, 
destroyed the Temple of the 
Jews and, as one historian put 
it, “tarnished his name with 
loose living.” But on becom¬ 
ing Emperor at the age of 40 
he promptly reformed and

governed wisely, forbidding 
his enemies who plotted 
against him to be put to death 
(the opera’s plot concerns one 
such incident), and generally 
doing good. 

Mr. Nice Guy 

Unfortunately for the dra¬ 
ma, Mozart’s opera only gives 
us Tito the Goody Two- 
Shoes, who goes around for¬ 


giving everyone in sight for 
absolutely everything. It prob¬ 
ably sat well with Leopold 
the II, but it makes for a dull 
afternoon, despite some rav¬ 
ishing music. But then the 
staging (Albert Takazauckas 
in his SF Opera debut) and 
the set (Thomas Lynch) con¬ 
tributed absolutely nothing to 
the performance. 

A while back it seemed ev-

rant that opened spent a for¬ 
tune to give patrons the im¬ 
pression they were dining 
amidst the elegant ruins of 
antiquity. One wall from such 
an establishment has been 
given new life as the preten¬ 
tious unit set for this produc¬ 
tion, complete with an enor¬ 
mous window, high above ev¬ 
eryone’s head, which swings 
open, closed, or stops halfway 
in between capriciously. Tito 
could work very nicely in a 
simple, inexpensive set with 
just enough on stage to help 
the audience hear better. It 
would have been better to 
have performed the opera in 
concert form than in this nev¬ 
er-never land with characters 
attired in costumes from 
Mozart’s day in front of a set 
from who knows where. 

Musically there was much 
to admire in Mozart’s rich, 
glowing score and SF Opera’s 
musical director, Donald Run¬ 
nicles, conducted superbly. 
Tempos seemed just right, 
rhythms were precise and 
alive and all the instrumental 
colors were woven together 
superbly. Especially good 
were Philip Fath (clarinet) 
and Gregory Dufford (basset 
horn) in their extended solo 
passages. 


Fluid Flicka 

As Sextus, Frederica von 
Stade sounded better than I 
have heard her in years, 
singing strongly, securely and 
fluidly with only an occasion¬ 
al whiteness or thinning in 
her upper voice. Also out¬ 
standing vocally was mezzo 
Susan Graham as Annius. 
Her rich voice was even from 
top to bottom, she sang with 
passion and her rendition of 
her Act II aria fully deserved 
the ovation it received. 

In the title role, tenor Ben 
Heppner occasionally sound¬ 
ed a bit strained on top, but 
that was hardly surprising 
since only 15 hours before he 
had sung the lengthy, de¬ 
manding role of Walther in 
Wagner’s Meistersinger. And 
by the time he got to his 
great second act aria, “Se 
all” impero, amici dei!” he was 
in fine fettle, tossing off the 
coloratura with apparent ease. 
( Meistersinger ; of course, was 
done in German, Tito in Ital¬ 
ian. During his solo bow Hep¬ 
pner took a bouquet of flow¬ 
ers that had been thrown to 
him and presented it to 
prompter Jonathan Khuner.) 

Cheryl Parrish was en¬ 
chanting as Servilia, but in 
her local debut Russian sopra¬ 
no Ljuba Kazarnovskaya was 
sorely miscast as Vitellia. 
Hers is a typically Slavic 
voice, dark, a bit metallic, 
filled with passion and in¬ 
clined to be a bit rough. In 
the right role — perhaps Car¬ 
men or Santuzza in Caval- 
liera Rusticana — she might 
be more persuasive. But in 
Mozart her uneven voice and 
lack of line left her sounding 
uncomfortable, both vocally 
and musically. Vitellia is a 
bitch who would be right at 
home dishing it out on Dy¬ 
nasty or Dallas, but she has 
to sing Mozart’s music well to 
be effective. Kazarnovskaya 
didn’t and wasn’t. The chorus, 
however, sang superbly. ▼

Conjugal Bliss

T hrow the rice, ring 
the bells, tie the cans 
to the bumper: boys 
are marrying boys 
and girls are marrying girls in 
Theatre Rhino’s smart, funny 
and charming new comedy 
revue Jumping the Broom. 
Whether you’re for or against 
it, whether you think it’s an 
affirmation of homosexual 
love or an inane attempt at 
heterosexual conformity, 
Jumping the Broom cele¬ 
brates and lampoons every¬ 
thing associated with gay and 
lesbian marriage, covers all

the angles, finds a number of 
hidden laughs and dredges up 
some surprisingly strong emo¬ 
tions. 

Ever a complicated and 
comic source of theatrical fod¬ 
der, the institution of mar¬ 
riage gets a ’90s twist when 
viewed through the eyes of 
gay men and lesbians. Com¬ 
prised of 25 sketches per¬ 
formed by the enormously en¬ 
gaging ensemble of eight 
(four men, four women), 
Jumping the Broom exam¬ 
ines the most traditional of 
matrimonial issues — a wom¬ 
an lustily fantasizes about her 


wedding night, a pair of ner¬ 
vous grooms almost let their 
pre-wedding jitters put an ear¬ 
ly end to their marriage — and 
tackles a passel of issues pe¬ 
culiar to the relatively new 
arena of gay and lesbian mar¬ 
riage. 

In one sketch, a man in a 
Brooks Brothers suit fanta¬ 
sizes about his wedding day 
and conjures up an image of 
the longest bridal train in the 
world carried by “pretty little 
boys with bangs.” In another, 
a lesbian couple offers to mar¬ 
ry their HIV-positive gay best 
friends so the men can enjoy 
the full benefits of the wom¬ 
en’s employee health plans. In 
yet another, a trio of men 
tries to imagine what it would 
be like for all three of them 
to marry — a “sanctified 
menage a trois,’ ’ they call it. Un¬ 
der John Kirman’s direction, 
each sketch is allowed to find 
its own rhythm while main¬ 
taining a consistently bubbly 
energy overall. 

Most of the success of 
Jumping the Broom is at¬ 
tributable to the strength of 
the writing. With a team of 11 
writers credited, it’s astonish¬ 
ing that the show has such a 
strong sense of unity and pac¬ 
ing. The full ensemble sketch¬ 
es don’t crackle with the 
same spark as the mono¬ 
logues and the smaller group 
sketches, but even at low ebb, 
this comedy revue displays 
uncommon potency. 

In the end, Jumping the 
Broom is not so much about 
the novelty of same-sex mar¬ 
riages as it is about the odd 
power of rituals in our lives 
and how they help us focus 
on the real issues surrounding

plays in The Crooked Cross. 
Here he is an angry young 
man who gives his girlfriend 
a pair of swastika earrings. 
Seduced by the power of the 
symbol, the girl’s ignorance of 
history and her alienation 
from the world around her 
send her on a path toward 
both catastrophe and discov¬ 
ery. 

Rivera concludes the 
evening with Tape, in which 
the first station of a man’s 
death is to hear himself utter 
every lie he ever told or ever 
thought.

Although the thematic con¬ 
nections between the plays 
are weak, the real connection 
lies more in the progression 
of the evening as a whole. 
The plays move from fanciful 
to serious, from life to death, 
and from the power of the hu¬ 
man spirit to its weaknesses. 

Set designer Lauren Elder 
and lighting designer Jeff 
Rowlings have created a 
dreamlike landscape, a world 
that does more than play on 
imagination. This is a world 
made concrete by a specific 
imagination. If Rivera as play¬ 
wright is the storyteller, then 
director Roberto Gutierrez 
Varca is the supreme listener, 
and the stories become the 
plays through the power of 
his imagination. Varca uses 
the ensemble cast as if he 


were pulling faces from his 
memory to visualize the sto¬ 
ries he’s hearing, and in doing 
so, he gives the imaginary a 
potent reality. 

Clowns for Christ 

In Peter Barnes’ Red 
Noses, currently being pre¬ 
sented by Toad Productions 
at SOMAR, theatre’s gentle 
imagination is ground into 
gritty reality. Set during the 
time of the Black Death in 
14th-century France, the play 
follows the journey of Father 
Flote (Craig Dickerson) and 
his band of clowns for Christ 
who traverse the countryside 
to dispel fear and ease the 
pain of suffering and death 
with humor and kindness. 

Although director Larry 
Biederman gives this expan¬ 
sive and lengthy play an 
earnest production and 
should be commended for his 
sheer audacity at such an un¬ 
dertaking, the play loses its 
spirit when the focus shifts 
from the efforts of Father 
Flote and his clowns to the 
hypocrisy and treachery of 
the papacy and governing 
bodies. Being overly comfort¬ 
able with the farce and 
vaudeville elements, Bieder¬ 
man gets lost in the high seri¬ 
ousness that overtakes the 
spirit of the play. Even John 
Balma’s droll, authoritative 
performance as Pope 
Clement VI, the power that 
sanctions Father Flote and 
then strikes him down when 
he becomes “dangerous,” can¬ 
not keep the last quarter of 
the play from dragging. 

Of the 18 actors playing 26 
characters, Tom Redding as 
the brooding and serious Fa¬ 
ther Toulon, Glynes Rigsby 
as the blind juggler Le Grue, 
and Stacy Ross as the silent 
Sonnerie who communicates 
with bells shine. ▼

Fantastic 

Reality

M arne Hunt’s open¬ 
ing production as 
the newly ap¬ 
pointed artistic di¬ 
rector of the Magic Theatre 
makes no bones as to where 
she would like to take the 
theatre company. Playwright 
Jose Rivera’s newest work, 
Giants Have Us in Their 
Books, is a virtual feast for 
the imagination. Rivera push¬ 
es daily human perspective 
aside and asks what kinds of 
tales would giants or witches 
tell about us. Then as a “gi¬ 
ant” storyteller, he explores 
possible examples in the six 
short plays that comprise this 
production. 

Each play or playlet is a fa¬ 
ble — a different tale about' 
magical creatures called hu¬ 
man beings who live in a dan¬ 
gerous but beautiful world. 
The evening opens with A 
Tiger in Central Park, in 
which all of a mythical world 
called New York City ex¬ 
presses its fear of a ravenous 
human-eating tiger on the 
loose through an inability to 
have sex. Unfortunately, this 
play sounds better than it 
plays, and only Michelle Pel¬ 
letier as the lion captures the 
mystery and danger that 
Rivera is attempting in this 
tale. 

Although off to a flimsy 
start, the rest of the plays are 
captivating. In Flowers, Sean 
San Jose Blackman gives the 
first of his brilliantly moving, 
intelligent performances as a 
little boy who watches first 
with cynicism, then with awe 
and pride as his adolescent 
sister transmogrifies into a 
beautiful flower bed. 

Blackman appears only 
briefly as the title character in 
The Winged Man, his nubile 
(and nude) body racked with 
pain and his voice an an¬ 
guished squawk that res¬ 
onates throughout the play. 
The last of his species, the 
winged man dies but not be¬ 
fore impregnating a young 
woman — played with vigor 
by Megan Blue Sterner. 
Fighting castigation, not only 
for her pregnancy but for her 
strange, birdlike habits, the 
young woman tenaciously re¬ 
mains faithful to her experi¬ 
ence. 

No Place for Fancy 

Although serious in intent, 
the first three stories have a 
lighthearted resonance which 
makes them seem more fan¬ 
tastic than real, but fancy has 
no place in the painful reality 
of the second act. 

In Gas, Blackman controls 
the stage on his own, deliver¬ 
ing a passionate, frustrated, 
angry monologue on the mer¬ 
its of the Gulf War. Chroni¬ 
cling the changes the military 
skirmish wrought on himself, 
his younger brother on active 
duty, and his once gentle 
mother, the Young Man re¬ 
veals his own victimization 
and hypocrisy in his final re¬ 
alization that if the war is to 
secure enough oil, he sup¬ 
ports it because he needs the 
gasoline. 

No trace of the vulnerabil¬ 
ity he expresses in Gas is ap¬ 
parent in the manipulative, 
selfish, and possibly more pa¬ 
thetic character Blackman 




















Film 



Crisp Aesthetic 


Val Lewton had a special 
gig at RKO in the ’40s mak¬ 
ing low-budget suspense and 
horror films. The resourceful 
producer oversaw simple but 
stylishly crafted tales that out¬ 
classed many other “program 
pictures” (generally for the 
lower half of double bills). 
Lewton’s The Ghost Ship 
(1943), a morality play about 
authority — its abuse and 
standing up to its misuse — 
was never released (legal 
problems). In the ’90s its 
hero’s dilemma seems down¬ 
right benign (the captain on 
his merchant ship is a power- 
crazy psychopath), but the 
crisp aesthetic — the lighting 
especially — and the leads’ act¬ 
ing heighten the terror. With 
various Lewton classics in¬ 
cluding I Walked With a 
Zombie (a real chiller); The 
Leopard Man (engrossing, 
until fumbled climax); The 
Body Snatchers (perfectly 
creepy).

Slow-Boiling Passions 

Jane Campion’s The Piano 
is a dreamlike tale about a 
mute woman, her treasured 
piano, and the affair she has 
with the neighbor of her pio¬ 
neer husband (their recent 
marriage was arranged) in the 
wilds of New Zealand. The 
director builds her narrative 
as much through visuals as di¬ 
alogue — a relief after the 
shopworn strategies of The 
Age of Innocence and The 
Joy Luck Club. Water im¬ 
agery — rain, the sea, mud 
puddles and the like — vividly 
reinforces her characters’ fluc¬ 
tuating physical and emotion¬ 
al states. Sexual passions 
come to a deliciously slow 
boil in The Piano, and if the 
unfaithful twosome’s actions 
border on the “implausible” 
at times, that’s partly the 
point Campion makes so in¬ 
tensely: love — in any era — 
makes one do crazy things.

1,000 Pretty Pictures 

Globetrotting Ron Fricke’s 
Baraka goes The Piano one 
better, dispensing with ver¬ 
biage altogether. The mes¬ 
sage here concerns the inter¬ 
connectedness of all living 
things. Baraka portrays the 
externals of physical and spir¬ 
itual experience, but as for 
the internal — what people 
(and other beings) are feeling 
as they engage in a crosscul- 
tural array of religious and 
other rituals — that remains 
elusive, as does much of the 
context, poetic or otherwise,, 
for what’s onscreen. The 
space-music soundtrack by 
Michael Stearns is undoubt¬ 
edly supposed to suggest es¬ 
sentials the visuals can’t, but 
it’s so relentlessly cliched and 
literal that it merely annoys. 
Which leaves viewers with a 
thousand pretty pictures — too 
many of them of people or 
animals gazing, with hollow 
profundity, into the camera.

meet the star of 
"redemption” 
&

I n a world where women 
exist solely for the pur¬ 
pose of mankind and 
where the clitoris is seen 
as a challenge to male author¬ 
ity, therein walks the warrior. 
So says Alice Walker in War¬ 
rior Marks, a new film by 
Pratibha Parmar that ex¬ 
plores the subject of female 
genital mutilation. The film, 
executive produced by Alice 
Walker and Debra Hauer, 
will be shown at a special 
screening this week at the 
Castro Theatre. 

In Warrior Marks the 
horrific reality of female gen¬ 
ital mutilation is probed 
through interviews, footage of 
excision ceremonies, and dis¬ 
cussions with Walker and 
Parmar. The film takes the 
viewer on a journey through 
Africa, Europe and the U.S. 
to expose this torture, which 
has been deemed acceptable 
by many under the guise of 
cultural tradition. 

According to the film, the 
vagina is seen as a powerful 
threat to patriarchal society. 
To men in various parts of 
the world, genital mutilation 
is considered a hygienic as 
well as cultural and religious 
event. But, as stated by wom¬ 
en from the Commission for 
the Abolition of Sexual Muti¬ 
lation in Senegal, nowhere in 
the Koran is it written that fe¬ 
male circumcision is obligato¬ 
ry. Although Wolof women 
and Muslim women in Moroc¬ 
co are not excised, in Hol¬ 
land, France, England, the 
United States and Africa, girl 
children are at risk of being 
mutilated. 

What Price Chastity? 

The “surgery” itself, we 
learn, is performed mainly by 
elder women who have inher¬ 
ited their roles from their 
mothers and grandmothers. 
Often, a single blade soiled 
with sand, blood and dirt, is 
used on several children, 
many of whom hemorrhage 
to death days later. The sur¬ 
vivors endure numerous 
health problems, chronic in¬ 
fections, psychological dam¬ 
age and, because of the lack 
of proper sterilization tech¬ 
niques, are at risk of AIDS 
transmission. 

Excision is the removal of 
the clitoris and in some cases 
the removal of the inner 
and outer labia as well (in- 
fibulation). With infibulation, 
girls’ incisions are then sewn 
up with thorns and sticks 
leaving only a small orifice, 
which makes it excruciatingly 
difficult to perform natural 
bodily functions. The inten¬ 
tion of the procedure, appar¬ 
ently, is to guarantee chastity 
until marriage. 

Warrior Marks recently 
had its North American pre¬ 
miere at a benefit for Women 
Make Movies (the film’s dis¬ 
tributor) and Forward Inter¬ 
national (Foundation for 
Women’s Health, Research, 
and Development) at Town 
Hall in New York City. More 
than 1500 people turned out 
for the event and Walker and 
Parmar were on hand for a 
question and answer session 
after the screening. The film 
is scheduled for a U.S. run 
and there are plans for an in¬ 
ternational tour that will 
bring Warrior Marks to a 
number of African countries.

erature and drama has always 
glorified crime and violence, 
while deploring its practition¬ 
ers. Genet was always honest 
to his temperament. 

Various gaps occur in the 
biography, sudden disappear¬ 
ances by or silences from its 
subject, which echo nicely 
Genet’s own narrative style. 
Chronology is always scram¬ 
bled in his novels. All the 
parts of every story are even¬ 
tually recounted, but some¬ 
times the lapse from point A 
to point B can be hundreds of 
pages. White’s solution to his 
own narrative puzzle is an un¬ 
usual form for a biography, 
an amalgamation of detective 
story, criminal record, bibliog¬ 
raphy and exegeses of the 
novels, plays and essays, all 
leavened by biographical 
sketches and anecdotes. Of¬ 
ten, White will turn to the 
novels, themselves poetic re¬ 
flections of Genet’s life, for 
details: to Miracle of the Rose 
for insights into his boyhood 
among the punks in Mettray 
Reformatory, for example. 
For the last years of Genet’s 
life, when he grew increasing¬ 
ly involved with the plights of 
American blacks and Pales¬ 
tinian freedom fighters, White 
turns largely to Prisoner of 
Love, itself a new form of 
memoir or poeticized autobi¬ 
ography. 

This book cannot be fault¬ 
ed on its scholarship. White 
does an impressive job of 
charting Genet’s erratic cre¬ 
ative production, a byzantine 
maze of differing versions, 
drafts and editions. A helpful 
chronology of the life by Al¬ 
bert Dichy prefaces the text. 


But White is ultimately more 
interested in the elusive psy¬ 
che Genet, the self that does 
not change. This essentialist 
version of Genet can be read 
as a corrective and challenge 
to Sartre’s existentialist Saint 
Genet. White takes a refresh¬ 
ingly irreverent stance to¬ 
wards the great figure of

French philosophy, noting 
that “Genet was Sartre’s pet 
queer” and remarking of 
Sartre’s writing practices that 
he “never blotted a line, alas.” 

Radical Queer 

Genet’s own essentialist 
orientation — he asserted that 
he was born a homosexual, 
rather than having chosen to 
be so — indicated that he was 
ahead of his time. Similarly 
brazen was his literary 
portrayal of homosex without 
any sort of apology or plea 
for understanding from 
straight readers. In these re¬ 
spects, he can be seen as the 
spiritual granddaddy of Queer 
Nationals and of defiantly 
provocative writers like Den¬ 
nis Cooper or Gary Indiana. 
But, as White points out, 
Genet always felt a stronger 
solidarity with thieves than 


with homosexuals, and con¬ 
sidered the idea of a homo¬ 
sexual culture absurd, savor¬ 
ing his sexual orientation as a 
source of alienation, not com¬ 
munity. Certainly he would 
have no truck with the mid¬ 
dle-class assimilationist cul¬ 
ture that mainstream gay lib¬ 
eration has largely become. 

Yet gay literature can 
rightly claim Genet as one of 
our immortals. White writes, 
“In the long historical per¬ 
spective, Genet’s contribution 
to homosexual culture is large 
and important — especially his 
literary creation of the Queen, 
a creature who had existed 
only in folklore before Genet 
wrote his portrait of Divine.” 

Genet has always been my 
unattainable ideal, who wrote 
prose that wasn’t “like” poet¬ 
ry, it was poetry; whose 
plays were more mystery 
rites than any middle-class 
conception of drama. Now, 
with the publication of Genet, 
A Biography my insatiable 
appetite for Genet lore is met. 
To read it is to marvel that 
this genius, this traitor and 
thief, brought the same in¬ 
tegrity to his life that he evi¬ 
denced in his work. With this 
biography, Edmund White, 
who put aside his own fiction 
for many years for the pro¬ 
ject, has brought us closer to 
a literary legend who always 
mistrusted biography and hat¬ 
ed what he called the “horror 
of publicity.” T

A Cautionary Tale 


Long Goodbyes 

by Nikki Baker; Naiad, $9.95 

Nikki Baker’s latest Virginia Kelly mystery is a creepy novel 
about obsession and the ways in which the past takes over the 
present. Ginny goes home for her high school reunion and to 
spend a festive Christmas with her parents. She is also wildly cu¬ 
rious to know why her first, albeit unrequited, love, Rosalee, 
called after years of silence to make sure that Ginny was attend¬ 
ing the reunion. Ginny takes a few moments to decide that long- 
ago love is now going to blossom, and she’s on her way to an ob¬ 
session that will ultimately threaten her life. 

But Ginny is not the only character with a past that won’t let 
go. Her mother is convinced that the right man will straighten 
out her daughter and equally certain that the last thing her 
African-American offspring needs is an affair with a crazy white 
woman. 

Her classmate, Mary Ellen, newly named Spike, has em¬ 
braced the lesbian life, and dearly wishes to embrace Ginny as 
well. There are strange teachers and mysterious deaths and fam¬ 
ily feuds galore as each character’s obsession creates worlds of 
difficulties in this book where the mystery is not quite an af¬ 
terthought but rather serves to make sense of decades of person¬ 
al devastation. 

Baker skillfully blends various tales here that are compelling 
and more than a little horrifying. She maintains a steady hand 
over the myriad strands of plot and character, weaving them into 
a thought-provoking and very entertaining whole. Long Good¬ 
byes is a cautionary tale, filled with more questions than an¬ 
swers, and finally, more life than death.

The Cat Came Back 

by Hilary Mullins; Naiad, $9.95 

Hilary Mullins’ novel, The Cat Came Back, has much good 
in it. Unfortunately, Mullins’ choice of the journal form for her 
novel creates more problems than the novelist can solve. Stevie 
Roughgarden is a high school student who is having trouble with 
her hockey coach, an affair (very hush-hush) with her teacher, 
and every problem from The Adolescent’s List of Parental Im¬ 
perfections. She’s also on her way to a momentous discovery 
about her sexuality, one that involves the love of a good woman. 

Mullins does a good job capturing Stevie’s adolescent angst, 
but because the novel is Stevie’s journal, hers is the only voice 
heard. I would have liked some distance — or at least some other 
points of view. That objection aside, however, I do recommend 
The Cat Came Back for high school students. Mullins’ Stevie 
has a lot to say about the woes of adolescence and the redemp¬ 
tive power of love.

Shadows of Aggar 

by Chris Anne Wolfe; New Victoria, $9.95 

Twenty-five pages into this lengthy novel, I was tempted to 
bag it and move on to something more interesting. By page 50, 
I was getting more involved, and after another 50 or so pages, 
I realized that I was hooked. Shadows of Aggar is a science fic¬ 
tion, fantasy novel in which high tech is combined with an al¬ 
most pastoral simplicity. 

Elana is a woman with a special gift genetically linked to blue 
eyes among the people of Aggar. Her career is that of Shadow, 
a job which could be as easily called professional doormat. 
Thanks to her Blue Sight, she is able to read auras (called 
amarin on Aggar), create visual illusions, and generally have a 
much clearer view of what’s going on than those without the 
sight. She is assigned to be Shadow to Diana, an Amazon off- 
worlder, who is offended and appalled by what she sees as 
Elana’s bondage to her. The women are paired (called life-bond¬ 
ing) in order to rescue a lost off-worlder who carries information 
vital to the safety of the galaxy. 

I don’t usually enjoy this genre, but I found myself becoming 
more and more involved in the characters as they learned to ac¬ 
cept, and finally to value, their differences. Chris Anne Wolfe 
does an incredible job of creating Aggar, its varied peoples and 
exotic wildlife. She has a nice ear for dialogue and a good sense 
of suspense. Shadows of Aggar is an entertaining read.

our artists. In fact, recently 
the San Francisco Symphony 
presented Benjamin Britten’s 
heartrending Serenade for 
Tenor, Horn and Strings, 
written for his lifelong “com¬ 
panion” Peter Pears. As part 
of the text for this post-war 
song cycle, Britten sets a 
Song of Experience by Blake: 
“O Rose, thou art sick!/ The 
invisible worm,/ That flies in 
the night,/ In the howling 
storm,/ Has found thy bed/ Of 
crimson joy;/ And his dark se¬ 
cret love/ Does thy life de¬ 
stroy.” 

And this week, at the new 
Center for the Arts, a very 
queer dance piece for the ’90s 
receives its world premiere. 
The epic subjects of Bob Os- 
tertag’s All The Rage are the 
very stuff of our lives today: 
AIDS, queer bashing, and our 
fury at enemies such as Pete 
Wilson. These unpleasant re¬ 
alities have strangely been 
transformed into a brilliant 
piece of experimental musical 
choreography that will be 
performed by Kronos Quartet 
and members of the Margaret 
Jenkins Dance Company. Six¬ 
ty volunteer dancers have 
been drafted to dance the 
piece, which has been co¬ 
choreographed by gay dancer 
and writer Remy Charlip. 

The text for the work has

been supplied by Sara Miles, 
a lesbian librettist and poet 
who’s been a war correspon¬ 
dent in El Salvador and the 
Philippines. In a recent inter¬ 
view with the B.A.R. she 
described the inception of the 
16-minute piece: “The Kronos 
Quartet commissioned All 
The Rage by Bob Ostertag, 
who does a lot of work with 
documentary sound, found 
sound, sampling. Bob went to 
the AB 101 riots [against Pete 
Wilson’s veto of gay rights] 
and decided he wanted to get 
Kronos to play the riot. A 
great deal of what the string 
quartet plays are direct tran¬ 
scriptions of sounds from the 
riots, like Hank Dutt on viola 
playing a minute detailed ver¬ 
sion of a voice yelling, ‘Burn 
it, burn it!’ The group also 
plays CUAV whistles in sev¬ 
eral different ways along with 
actual riot noises. Bob also 
wanted a text,” Miles re¬ 
counts, “so that people would 
not get lost in the crowdness 
of it, but would feel the indi¬ 
vidual passion of this rage.” 
Ostertag asked David Woj- 


narowicz to write the text, 
but the artist-activist never 
got well enough and died be¬ 
fore he could do it. “So Bob 
asked me to stand in at the 
last moment, and I wrote it 
partly based on my experi¬ 
ence and partly on Bob’s — 
the gay bashing happened to 
a real person I know, the 
AIDS deaths were real. And I 
wrote it in a man’s voice. I 
could have done it in a les¬ 
bian’s voice, but musically 
we needed the pitch to be in 
a man’s.” The voice reading 
the text on the CD single 
Kronos released this month — 
and at the performance — is 
that of PoMo Afro Homo 
alumnus Eric Gupton. 

Unusual Sources 

Ostertag made new music 
in the past with Anthony 
Braxton, Fred Frith and John 
Zorn. But in 1980 he went to 
Nicaragua to record material 
for his label, became actively 
involved in its struggles, and 
gave up music for ten years. 
His current project is a trilo¬ 
gy. “The first movement was 
on grief, called ‘Sooner or 
Later,”’ he explains. “It is 
based on recorded samples of 
a boy in El Salvador burying 
his father, killed by the Na¬ 
tional Guard — the sounds of 
his voice, a shovel digging the 
grave, a fly buzzing.” The sec¬ 
ond movement, on anger, is 
“All The Rage” and a third 
movement, on joy, has yet to 
be written. 

“For me, as a gay man, to 
take something like the AB 
101 riots,” says Ostertag, “and 
have it performed by a group 
like Kronos — whose last CD 
topped both the world music 
and classical Billboard charts 
— I’m pretty excited by that.” 
When All The Rage pre¬ 
miered at Lincoln Center the 
N.Y. Times gushed: “it seems 
to be far the most powerful 
example” of AIDS musical 
composition. 

David Harrington, Kronos’ 
first violinist and music direc¬ 
tor, first learned of Ostertag 
three years ago when he was 
“taken with the intensity of 
his work. He played us the 
tape of the riot and we agreed 
there was a piece in it. What 
he didn’t know probably until 
after it premiered, was that it 
expressed feelings we all had, 
especially our violist Hank 
Dutt, whose partner had 
AIDS and died on September 
18. We haven’t played it since. 
So these concerts will be a 
big moment for all of us, but 
especially for Hank.” 

Collaborative Effort 

And for the first time, it 
will be danced. On stage Kro¬ 
nos will be hemmed in by 60 
dancers co-choreographed by 
Remy Charlip, Margaret Jenk¬ 
ins and Elbe Klopp. As in 
several of his children’s books 
and his solo works, Charlip 
based the movements on 
American Sign Language, 
stylized and personalized. Ar¬ 
riving to make notes, I was 
told to take my shoes off and 
join the others. At this early 
rehearsal each volunteer, 
most of us having no prior 
dance experience, was asked 
to find postures that evoked a 
series of words: Power, Rage, 
Demand, Love. Many of the 
gestures found their way into 
the choreography, in se¬ 
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quence and in unison. 

Text lines and riot chants 
had been set into Sign Lan¬ 
guage. “We’re Here, We’re 
Queer, We’re Fabulous, Get 
Used To It” is one; “I Think 
We Should Burn the Fucking 
Place Down” another. Like 
the colored glass and dark 
leading of the ornament on 
the State Building that was 
destroyed when parts of it 
burned, groups of queers in 
bright colors gesturing these 
sentiments flung themselves 
at a cordon of dancers 
dressed in black, an antago¬ 
nistic group the choreogra¬ 


phers referred to as “the bar¬ 
ricade” and who sign “Not 
Family — You Don’t Matter. 
Die!” Here the process in¬ 
cluded “Margie Jenkins feeling 
that people who volunteered 
to dance wouldn’t want to be 
the bad guys,” Charlip recalls, 
“b ut I said, ‘On the contrary — 
Bette Davis and Joan Craw¬ 
ford had the best roles.’” 

Among the volunteers are a 
wide variety of folks. Eldest at 
58 is Leon Setti, grey-bearded 
and with a great body, who 
studied with Contraband. 
Youngest is Rebekah David¬ 
son, a 19-year-old escapee from 


suburban LA. Someone with a 
red tuft of hair on his head 
and another on his chin is 
Douglas Moon, who has never 
taken a dance lesson in his life. 
They are led by experienced 
dancers from Jenkins’ troupe, 
who perform several same-sex 
duets and solos. 

The full program, to be pre¬ 
sented three times this week, 
marks the 20th anniversary of 
Margaret Jenkins Dance Com¬ 
pany. It includes another col¬ 
laboration between Jenkins 
and the Paul Dresher Ensem¬ 
ble, a set by Dresher’s avant 
garde group including compo¬ 
sitions by Lou Harrison (coin¬ 
cidentally, Remy’s first five- 
year live-in lover) and John 
Cage, plus new Eastern Euro¬ 
pean works performed by 
Kronos. 

B.A.R. readers who are cu¬ 
rious about the new theater 
space at Center for the Arts 
will not want to miss this 
weekend’s opportunity to 
catch a modern mythologiza¬ 
tion of gay rage. As Sara 
Miles put it, “I’m really happy 
that Kronos did this, and that 
they’re playing a queer riot at 
Yerba Buena as a source of 
civic pride.” T

Runners Prepare for

One month after their mul¬ 
tiple gold medal finish to the 
1993 season, the San Francis¬ 
co Track & Fidld Club is 
back in action preparing for 
Gay Games IV, just 7 months 
away. 

With a well-deserved 
month off to rest and recuper¬ 
ate from injuries, the team is 
now setting its sights on a 
personal best performance at 
the Gay Games in New York 
in June 1994. 

“It is going to be here be¬ 
fore we know it,” noted co¬ 
coach Frank Demby. “We 
need to be in peak condition 
by the middle of June and 
that means a lot of work be¬ 
tween now and then.” 

Get Registered for Gay 
Games Now 

Demby said his main con¬ 
cern is getting those who 


want to participate registered 
prior to the December 31 
deadline. “I’m afraid a lot of 
potential athletes are going to 
lose out because they aren’t 
aware of the early deadline 
for registration,” he said, 
“You’ve got to get registered 
by December 31 or you may 
be watching from stands in¬ 
stead of crossing the finish 
line on the track.” 

After initial registration 
closes December 31, latecom¬ 
ers will have another chance 
to register beginning Febru¬ 
ary 1 , 1994. It will cost an ad¬ 
ditional $50 above the regular 
$110 fee to register for track 
and field.
